EGYPT TAKES AN INTEREST 


Everything from a Toothpick 
to a Tractor 


{From our Correspondent-—JERUSALEM] 


Although—with over 45,000 acres in crop or 
promising to bear fruit-——citrus exports remain the 
staple facter in Palesiine’s economy, the industrial 
system of the country ts fast becoming of major import- 
ance, especially now that consignments of finished 
merchandise from Germany and its occupied territorie 
have dropped away to nil , 

The significance of our position as an industrial 
potential for the Near and Middle East has been realised 
by the Egyptian Press, which from tume to time has 
drawn attention to the prospects afforded by manu- 
facturing expansion here. A recent issue of AL BASHIR, 
an influential Arabic organ published at Alexandria, 
dwelt on the method being perfected by the Sieff 
Research Institute at Rehovoth to extract alcohol from 
citrus, and remarked upon the highly skilled Jewish 
scientists (mostly from Germany) now working at the 
Institute. | 

The paper forecast that they would be able to develop 
a powerful pharmaceutical industry, replacing former 
German and Czechoslovak products on the markets: 
of Egypt, Syria, the Lebanon, and Iraq, and instanced 
the success of Jewish technique and capital in the Pales- 
tine Electric Corporation (Rutenberg concession) and 
Palestine Potash (Novomeysky concession) works. 

The Cairo At MOKATTAM told the interesting story of 
how the Egyptian Ministry of Agriculture wished to 
send one of its personnel to England for specialisation, 
but was advised by the Foreign Ministry, to which 
application was.made for completion of the formalities, 
that the official could with greater advantage proceed 
to the Sieff Research Institute at Rehovoth! A rare 
but well-merited tribute for that institution.

_ Stimulating Trade Relations 


The Palestine Manufacturers’ Association recently sent 
a delegation to Egypt to negotiate for the development of 
mutual trade relations. The objects of the mission were 
primarily to ascertain what raw materials could be pur- 
chased, the availability of markets for Palestinian manu- 
factures, the improvement of transport communications, 
and the establishment of transit trade facilities in Egypt 
as a link with other African. territories. 

The delegates interviewed leading officials at the Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry, Ministry of Economy, Customs Adminis- 
tration, and the Federation of Egyptian Industries in Cairo 
and Alexandria, and found that a wide field existed for 
the attainment of its Objective. More delegations are now 
to be sent by. the Manufacturers’ Association, in conjunc- 
with the Foreign Trade Institute: of the Jewish Agency, 
to other neighbouring Arab territories in which markets 
can be developed. : 

Some interesting lines of merchandise are now being 
produced in Eretz Yisrael, where it can truly be said that 
the industrial range nowadays is from a toothpick to a 
tractor. The latest factory, which has been erected by a 
group of financiers in conjunction with the National 
Kibbutz of “ Hashomer Hatzair,” will produce starch and 
glucose from local maize, providing essential materials for 
Othec industries. An investment of £20,000 is involved, and 
100 workers are employed. |

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FORCED TO DIG 


OWN GRAVES 


The 53 Jews of Nalewki 


NAZIS’ GHASTLY CRIME 
IN WARSAW 


Details of the recent execution of fifty-three Jews 
from 9 and 11, Nalewki, the street in the Jewish quarter 
of Warsaw, are made available by the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency. They provide one of the ghastliest 
pages of the story of Nazi. Poland. 

Following an official allegation by the Warsaw 
authorities that a Jew named Silbring had shot a Polish 
policeman, and that other Jews had fired on the police- 
man but failed to hit him, the Nazis rounded up fifty- 
three Jews in the two houses and took them to the 
Warsaw fortress, where they were shot the same day. 

Before executing them, they divided them into three 
groups. The first were ordered to dig their own graves 
and after their execution the second group buried them. 
In the same way the third group had to bury the second 
group and then dig their own graves. The third group 
was then told that since there were. no other Jews to 
bury them, they would be honoured by having German 
soldiers bury them. 


And a 300,000-Zloty Fine 


The Nazis also summoned the Board of the Jewish 
Community and told them that as a reprisal for Silbring’s 
escape they must pay a fine of 300,000 zlotys within 
three days. After the fine had been paid, the Board 
were informed that the fifty-three Jews had been 
executed, and were warned that in case of the least 
* Jewish provocation,” 1,000 Jews would be executed. 

M. Czerniakow, the head of the Community, then 
summoned-an extraordinary Board meeting and pro- 
posed that they call together all the families of the 
executed men to inform them of the death of their 
husbands, fathers, and brothers; and elect a delegation 
to ask the Nazi authorities to deliver the bodies for 
Jewish burial. He added that any members of the Board 
who were unable to witness the scene could leave the 
room, whereupon all the members left with the excep- 
tion of M. Czerniakow and one other member. 

When the relatives of the executed men came in, M. 
Czerniakow told them of the execution and added that 
the names of the executed men would be inscribed in 
the annals of the Warsaw Jewish Community as martyrs 
of the Jewish faith. 

Frantic scenes followed. Women fainted, men tore 
their clothes, and the weeping and shouting could be 
heard all along the street. | : 

Among the executed men were a rabbi from Minsk 
Mazowiecki, and a father with two sons who chanced 
to be at the house at the time of the Nazis’ arrival.

“leave it to the nation to pass judgment on the last 
unhappy period of the past; they pledge themselves to 
do all in their power in order once for all to make 
impossible the return of those conditions which brought 
Poland to the brink of the abyss.”

MR. ROOSEVELT & PEACE 


To Confer With Christians 
and Jews 


DR. CYRUS ADLER CHOSEN 


In addition to sending his “peace message” to the Pope 
last week, President Roosevelt has invited Protestants 
and Jews in the United States to join and confer with 
him on the task of re-establishing world peace and 
building a new world order on a surer foundation 

The Jewish representative selected by Mr. Roosevelt is 
Dr. Cyrus Adler, the seventy-six-year-old President of 
the American Jewish Committee and the Jewish 
Theological Seminary. He is also an important figure 
in the Jewish Agency for Palestine and in the Joint 
Distribution Committee, which is now conducting 
magnificent relief work on behalf of stricken Polish 
Jewry. 

Dr. Adler has visited England many times—his first 
visit was in 1890—and he numbers many leading British 
Jews among his friends. He visited Palestine in 1929. 


“ Support for Your Efforts,” says Dr. Adler 


Dr. Adler's acceptance of the President's invitation 
has already been telegraphed from his sick-bed in 
Philadelphia. He declared to Mr. Roosevelt: 

“Your fellow-countrymen and the world at large take new 
courage from the fact that you are again throwing your vivid 
and forceful leadership into the cause for peace t is a noble 
deed to bring the forces of religion together. I have the 
confident hope that the leaders will unite the members of ther 
Churches and. Synagogues into unanimous support for your 


efforts. 1 gladly take the opportunity to send good wishes to - 


His Holiness the Pope and Dr. Buttrick [the President of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, whom the 
President has selected as his Protestant adviser} and feel sure 
that all true men of good faith will in their several ways further 
your inspired leadership. 

“— can say without qualification,’ added Dr. Adler, “ that 
the watchword of the Jewish people ts Israel's mission of peace. 
This holds true for. all the scattered communities to which the 
Jewish people have been dispersed and are now, alas, being 
further dispersed with great brutality.” 


Mr. Roosevelt is to send to Rome Mr. Myron Taylor, 
head of the Intergovernmental Committee for refugees, 
in order to take up with the Pope “ questions arising out 
of the abnormal world situation.”

The Palestine Movement 


JEWS AND THE ALLIED 
PEACE AIMS 


Recognition of Rights Demanded 
JACOBI MEMORIAL MEETING 


An uncompromising demand for the recognition of 
Jewish national rights in any statement of Allied war 
aims, and a scathing denunciation of those in high office 
who were seeking to ignore the war effort and just 
demands of the Jews, were made by Mr. Vladimir 
Jabotinsky, the New Zionist leader, last week. He was 
speaking at a memorial meeting for the late Mr. S. Y. 
Jacobi, a member of the Presidency of the New Zionist 


Organisation, held at 43-44, Great Windmill Street, W., 


by courtesy of the Anglo-Palestinian Club. 

Mr. Jabotinsky compared the position of the Jews 
to-day with that in the last war. When people in 1916, 
he said, spoke of war aims, they were exceedingly 
generous, and promised liberation to all kinds of nations. 
But they forgot about the Jews. Until late in 1917, the 


Jewish people were not on the -map, but kind souls 


promised that when the final settlement came they would 
be remembered. They were, however, cursed by the 
fact that they were an object, and not a subject, of 
history. At crucial moments, only those who bore 
rifles in their hands could play a réle in forging their 
own fate. 

“Once again,” he went on, “ we are not on the map. 
Nobody wants us.” 


Call for a Jewish Army 


In 1918, he had had some unpleasant encounters with 
certain sections of London Jewry on the question of 
whether Jews should fight or not. He had understood 
their objections then. 

“ But to-day,” he continued, “there are no two 
opinions among Jews in any country. They want to 
fight and I think it will be a great day of pride and 
rejoicing, and a useful day for the Allied cause, if a 
Jewish Army——-we do not need a Jewish Legion now— 
is formed.” There would, he said, be no discussion. 
It would be joined by tens of thousands of Jews, and 
eventually by hundreds of thousands. 

“ But nobody wants it,” he exclaimed. “Those in 


power do not want Jews mentioned, not because they do» 


not want Jewish help but because they do not want the 
Jewish aspect in the war mentioned.” They knew, 
however, that a great injustice had been done to the 


Jews. and.some of them understood that one of the main. 


causes of the war was anti-Semitism. “But they do 
not want it to be. mentioned; and there is that very 
peculiar position about Palestine.” 


« The Jews Have Been Sold” 


The Jews had been sold, Mr. Jabotinsky continued, 
because statesmen had deliberately chosen the people 
that were armed with rifles. It was only the fourth 
month of the war, but they were already forgotten, and 
played no part in it. | | 

As the Allies were fighting for the restoration of small 


nations, so “ they will have to make room among their . 


war aims for the restoration of our destroyed people.” 
It might be awkward to have to recognise a Jewish State 
from Dan to Beersheba, and on both sides of the Jordan. 
But it would have to be done eventually.

MR. ISRAEL COHEN 
Retiring from Central Office 


Mr. Israel Cohen, Die thirty years’ service in the 
Zionist Movement, is retiring from the Central Office. 

Mr. Cohen, who acted as General Secretary of the 
Zionist Organisation in 1922, was Secretary of the English 
Zionist Federation in 1909. In the following year he was 
invited by David Wolffsohn, the Zionist Leader, to establish 
and English Department at the Organisation's Central Office, 


which was then at Cologne. The office was subsequently - 


transferred to Berlin and Mr. Cohen was interned at 
Ruhleben when war broke out in 1914. 

He was among the first to interest a number of leading 
Jews in the Zionist cause, including the late Lord Melchett, 
from whom he obtained a donation of £25,000 for the 
J.N.F. During the past twenty years, Mr. Cohen has 
undertaken a number of important and successful missions 
on behalf of the Zionist Organisation, this work taking him 
to all parts of the world. aes 

A luncheon will be given in his honour by ghe Zionist 
Executive on Tuesday next. , 


HARD-HITTING HABONIM 


Criticism of Evacuee ‘* Bankruptcy ” 
OUR DUTY TO CHILDREN 


The Community and the Zionist Movement came in 
for some hard knocks at a Habonim conference last 
week for their alleged failure to cope with the prob- 
lem of providing a Jewish life for the evacuees. The 
meeting was that of the senior chaveritn of the London 
pelagim, and was in place of the usual annual 
conference. 


The Rev. B. Cherrick, the Segan Ba-Koach (Vice-Chair- 
man of the movement), said that the crisis and evacuation 
showed up the weaknesses in the Community. The 
bodies responsible for Jewish education had not co- 
Operated to any large extent with Habonim in organising 
Jewish activity for the children in their leisure time. 
Because of this, Jewish children were drifting away from 
Judaism, in spite of the small amount of Jewish education 
they were receiving. However, the position in London was 
far worse. Fifty per cent. of the Jewish children of London 
were receiving no Jewish education. 

Dr. Morris defended from criticism the Jomt Emergency 
Committee, which, he said. was .the only active religious 
and educational instrument which had tried to save the 
situation.. “Religious bankruptcy is the only description 
which seems. to fit the state of the Community in the first 
months of this emergency. The great religious organisa- 
tions look like having abdicated, but this applies very 
lareely, too, to the Zionist organisations.” 

There was a feeling that Jewish children were drifting 
back in larger numbers than others, he said. They should 
direct their efforts towards helping the children to. live 
some sort of Jewish life wherever they were. From 2.000 
to 3.000 Jewish children would probably remain in reception 
areas after the Christmas-time holidays. — 

During the discussion, Chaver David Smith suggested that 
short courses be arranged for leaders, and that booklets 
on Jewish history might be published. In this way they 
micht contribute towards counteracting non-Jewish 
influence. He hoped that co-operation with the Federation 
of Zionist Youth might help. and joint educationa! material 
be issued 

A proposal fo orgatiise short educational courses for the 
training of leaders was approved. 


“No Politics ” ( 


There was some discussion on the ideology of the move- 
ment, and it was suggested by some speakers that it should 
adopt a political viewpoint. Many voices. were raised against 
this and it was stressed that the duty of Habonim was 
to educate Jewish children in Jewishness. Zionism should 
follow naturally upon that. Those who wanted to express 
themselves politically could join the existing political parties 
outside Zionism. Those who wanted to go to Palestine 
could join Hechalutz for training. Those who wanted to 
remain in England would remain in England, but through 
their training in Habonim would be real Jews and Jewesses 
with an understanding of what Palestine meant to them. 

The Hebrew session was introduced by a paper on the 
“Work of the German Department of Habonim”™ by 
Chaver Otto Sinek. 

The session. of the ‘conference devoted to a Palestine 
evening was introduced by Chaver M. Margolis. who said 
that Habonim must become far more realistic. They must 
not cut themselves off from the rest of Jewish youth. 

Chaver Harold Behr thought that they had to create a 
more optimistic attitude towards Palestine. and create a 
youth and adult population which instinctively thought on 
Jewish national Lines. Thev must create in England a whole- 
hearted Hebrew national lite for those who could not go to 
Palestine. 

Dr. Morris then gave impressions of his recent visit to 
Palestine. and urged assistance for the workers in the Anglo- 
Ba'tic kibbutz. 

Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Department 
of the Jewish Agency, gave an account of youth move- 
ments in Palestine. It was true, he admitted. that there were 
different groups inside the movement. but they had in com- 
mon the resolution to stay tm. Palestine:. their duty to 
volunteer for the hardest work; and the spirit of comrade- 
ship with Jews coming from abroad. 


DR. WEIZMANN’S VISIT TO U.S. 
‘¢ Monroe Doctrine ’’ Denied 


In the JewisH CHRONICLE of December 22, in the course 
of an article entitled “Zionism at Low Ebb,” a corre- 
spondent wrote:

A large number of agricultural settlements. mostly work- 
ine on the. co-operative system, have signified their willineg- 
ness to join. These have stopped buying clover and other 
forage seed abroad. and will concentrate on local: cultiva- 
tion. Seed for cucumbers and other veectables has been 
grown successively at Beth Alpha, Givath Haim. and Givath 
Brenner, among other places 7 

Thousands of pounds annually spent abroad on various 
fodder and veeetable seeds will now remain in the country, 
and an export surplus may later be developed ihe 
Agricultural Experimental Station in Renovoth ts assisting 
in the scheme 


NOTORIOUS BANDIT KILLED 
Rural Curfew Lifted 


Yussef Hamdan. a notorious Arab terrorist leader. and 
five of his followers were killed last week during an engage- 
ment with British troops near lenin. Seven other Arab 
brigands, five of whom were wounded, were taken prisoners.

Singer was formerly a leading musical conductor 
at. Prague. 

The first of a series of children’s concerts has been given 
by the Palestine Orchestra: in the Ohel Shem Hall, of Tel- 
Aviv, conducted by Wolfgang Friedlander. 1,200 children 
attended.

Three Viennese Jewish immigrants have formed a partner- 
ship to conduct a forge for high-quality steel output at 
Haifa, using patents registered in Austria. A Czechoslovak 
immigrant has established a dried-fish plant at Haifa, whilst 
two other Czech immigrants have started a leather belt 
factory in Tel-Aviv, having secured orders from customers 
abroad ‘whom they formerly served from Prague. 

Machinery and steelwork are produced at the B. 
Guzinsky works in Emek Zebulun (outside Haifa), founded 
in 1934, including rustless steel cauldrons recently installed 
at Ain Harod settlement. The factory is now engaged on 
a steam furnace of 100 cubic metres capacity for the Kfar 
Atta textile works and a l4-ton goods lift for the new 
Levant Bonded Warehouse Company building at Haifa. 
A five-ton steel boat was recently completed for carrying 
minerals between both ends of the Dead Sea for Palestine 
Potash, Ltd. 

Another market for Palestinian citrus and manufactures 
may be secured in Rumania, a trade mission representing 
which is at present here negotiating for the sale of cattle 
and timber against our exports. The mission recently con- 
cludéd a commercial agreement in Egypt for the exchange 
of cotton and rice against Rumanian petroleum an 
timber. 

It will be seen that Palestine, standing at the cross 
roads of great markets in the Near and Middle East. has 
every chance of becoming a leading supplier 
manufactured goods.

Nearly All Arabs! 


OFFICIAL FIGURES SAY SO 


The first Blue Book published by the Palestine 
Government shows that 2,503 illegal immigrants arrived 
in Palestine in 1938. The majority of them, however, 
namely 1,683, were Arabs. There were only 307 Jews, 
and 513 others.

OPENING UP THE LAND 
New Roads Constructed 


[From our 


One of the virtues of British administration in Palestine 
has been the construction of an excellent road system, and 
gradually the country has, in the past twenty years, been 
opened up to traffic where previously only cart-tracks or 
paths existed. A new time-saving highway just completed, 
and shortly to be opened, is the by-pass from Ramich to 
Rehovoth. which cuts out the stretch between Ramich and 
Beth Dajan on the Jerusalem-Tel-Aviv highway. It will 
reduce the journey from Jerusalem to Rehovoth and Gaza 
by an appreciable time. The road is 8.5 kilometres long. 

Other roads have now been built :o link up Kvutzath 
Kinnereth, Migdal, Beithania, and Beth 7Zera. in the 
Jordan Valley area, and a road has been started for the 
Lower Galilee pre-1914 colony of Menahemia. 

A feeder road has been constructed at Nathanya for 
the new leather factory started outside that colony by an 
Italian-Jewish group of manufacturers. | 

The most caatul highway, however, is the Egyptian 
section of the Jerusalem-Cairo road, which is reported 
almost complete. Built at a cost of ££160,000 by 1,200 
labourers, the road will bring Cairo within eight hovrs’ 
driving distance of Jerusalem, the Palestine section, Via 
Hebron, Beersheba, and Auja el Hafir in the Sinai Desert, 
taking three hours of that time. The running time from 
the -Palestine frontier to Cairo, via Ismailia. on the Suez 
Canal, will only therefore take five hours. The rail journey 
between both capitals is about fourteen hours. 


Jewish Defence 


B.U.F. DEMAGOGY FALLS FLAT 
The Question-Time Racket 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


I made it my business, at the B.U.F. meeting in 
Finsbu:y Square last week, to observe the audience 
rather than the speaker—a well-known East End “ star.” 
Indeed, it would have been a waste of time to pay 
attention to the speaker, who merely gave a dreary 
gramophone repetition of the “Jewish warmonger ” 
plaint. 

ine effect on the audience was nil. I carefully 
watched as the collecting box—-for an alleged “ Peace 
Fund “—was carted round, and no more than a dozen 
people—the regulars on the inside—contributed. 

“ Question-time ” seemed carefully stage-managed but 
proved ineffective. One of the members of the audience 
summed it up by saying: “ The Blackshirts have made a 
fine racket of question-time. They take no questions 
from Jews, whom they freely attack, and then attack 
as a ‘synthetic Jew’ or ‘ Jew-dupe* anyone who asks 
a question about the Jews. They plant sympathisers in 
the audience to ask * leading * questions; and take hours 
replying to hostile ones. 1 suppose that is a fair sample 
of the free speech we would get in a ‘ Fascist Britain.’ ” 


PROFESSOR SODDY AND THE 
ANTI-SEMITES 


A Peculiar Pamphlet 


From America comes a pamphlet containing lectures 
on monetary reform stated to have been given by Pro- 
fessor Soddy, the well-known scientist and economist, 
and by Mr. Walter Crick, of Northampton. Mr. Crick 
attacked the present British financial system—with one 
or two digs at Jews and expressions of praise for Hitler's 
“ neaceable ” intentions, Professor Soddy, who, accord- 
ing to the pamphlet, said he was present “to support 
Mr. Crick,” praised the late Arthur Kitson as_ the 
“acknowledged doyen of the true Christian monetary 
reform movements,” and said that he saw, in his 
mind’s eye, Kitson’s mantle descending on Mr. Crick’s 


shoulders. 


On the front cover of the pamphlet is a cartoon of 
a * Jewish capitalist” by “ Fips,” who draws for Julius 
Streicher’s STuERMER. After the speeches come a 
reprint of a B.U.F, ACTION leaflet, violently attacking 
“ Jewish warmongers.” These later pages are compiled 
by N. W. Rogers, and the pamphlet !s published by the 
Nationalist Press Association, of New York. :

Prospects of Kimberley Scheme 


CATHOLIC ARCHBISHOP’S 
SUPPORT 


The statement that Jewish settlement in North-West 
Australia now seems well on the way to being an accom- 
plished fact is made in the BritisH AUSTRALIAN AND 
New ZEALANDER Of December 14. 7 

“The Government and people of Western Australia 
strongly advocate it,” the journal declares. “ Nothing 
—other than the war. which is a big obstacle—can 
prevent it but possible opposition from the Common- 
wealth Government, and possible slackness on the part 
of the Jews in grasping a marvellous opportunity. 
Neither of these is very likely. 

“When the Western Australian people are willing to 
allow part of their own territory to become a land of 
refuge and promise to homeless Jews, the people of ‘the 
rest of Australia would be unreasonable and tyrannous 
to stand in the way. Those are not common character- 
istics of Australians, so there is no reason why a few 
years hence the Jews should not have what has never 
been theirs for nearly three thousand years, broad lands 
of their own on which to live and multiply in freedom, 
safe from oppression or attack.” 


Australia Would Gain Security 


“During the last two years more than a score of 
articles have appeared in ihese columns, addressed to 
Australians, and contending that Australia would gain 
greater security and greater wealth by obeying the 
dictates of humanity and Christian charity and giving 
asylum to the Jews,” the journal concludes. 

“Articles in the West AUSTRALIAN and the statements 
of leading citizens of Western Australia, published in 
this paper last weck, repeat almost the very words and 
phrases of articles previously appearing here. It. indeed 
could hardly be otherwise, for what the articles said was 
true, and the statement of plain and simple truths 
naturally calls for much the same words.” 

The Roman Catholic Archbishop of Melbourne 
has published an open letter addressed to Dr. I. Stein- 
berg, Secretary of the Freeland League, supporting the 
scheme for a Jewish settlement in the Kimberleys. 

“The people and Government of Australia, recog- 
nising the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of 
man, may give sympathetic consideration to the 
Kimberley proposals,” the Archbishop declares. “ You 
have-my good wishes for the success of any scheme to 


help the refugees and to wipe out the stain upon— 


common humanity.” 


M. VAN ZEELAND’S OPTIMISM 


Philippines and San Domingo 
DIRECTOR OF SETTLEMENT EMBARKS 


In an interview with the Belgian daily INDEPENDANCE 
BeiGce, M. Paul van Zeeland, President of the Co-ordinating 
Foundation, stated that the negotiations for the settlement 
of refugees in certain countries were far advanced and that 
one was justified in expecting results. Immigration could 
begin shortly in San Domingo and the Philippine island of 
Mindanao. 

The Washington conference of the Intergovernmental 
Committee, M. van Zeeland said, had been useful, but had 
not brought any definitive solution of the problem. He 
hoped to visit England shortly and Latin-American countries 
later. | 

The Refugee Economic Corporation has engaged Dr. 
Stanton Youngberg to direct the settlement of an initial 
group of 600 to 800 refugees on the Island of Mindanao, 
in the’ -Philippines. He has already embarked on the 
et Klipfontein from Los Angeles to take up his 

uties. 

Dr. Youngberg was Executive Secretary of the Mindanao 
Exploration Commission, which was sent by the Corporation 
and the President's Advisory Committee on Political 
Refugees earlier this year to explore the possibilities of 
large-scale settlement in Mindanao. For many years he was 
Director of the Philippine Bureau of Agriculture and was 
on the staff of the Governor-General as adviser on agricul- 
ture and animal husbandry. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT SPEAKS 


Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt denounced rich persons who 
financed anti-refugee propaganda, warned people against 
mounting prejudice in the United States, and called for 
intensified efforts to educate the nation about the value of 
refugees, at a dinner in New York closing the Second 
General Conference on “ The Emigré and the Community ” 
sponsored by the Good Neighbour Committee. 

Speaking after Mr. Clarence E. Pickett, Secretary of the 
American Friends’ Service Committee, who had proposed 
a Government ioan for refugee settlement, Mrs. Roosevelt 
took occasion to stress that if the people wanted such a 
thing enough to bring pressure on their Congressmen they 
could obtain it. 


PRIVATE CONFERENCE OF 
BLOOMSBURY HOUSE 


Regional System to be Set Up 
REORGANISATION PLANS 


A conference on refugee problems (writes a Jewisn 
CHRONICLE representative) was held in London—at the 
Kenilworth Hotel, Great Russell Street, W.C.—on 
Sunday, Monday, and Tuesday of last week. It was 
privaie, and the Press was not invited to attend. 

Representatives of all refugee organisations, Jewish 
and non-Jewish, London and provincial, were present, 
as were various officials from Government Departments. 
Sir Herbert Emerson, High Commissioner for Refugees 
under the Protection of the League of Nations, presided. 
Dr. G. G. Kullmann, the Deputy High Commissioner, 
was also a delegate. 

The main purpose of the conference was, I .under- 
stand, to obtain clear co-operation between the various 
refugee. bodies, and to consider certain financial aspects 
of refugee work under the new conditions created by the 
war, 

For some timé past, one of the principal tasks of the 
Central Office for Refugees in London has been to 
further co-operation; and in that connection a scheme of 


decentralisation has been prepared. There is a hush- 


hush about this scheme, but I have reason to. believe 
that greater reliance and responsibilities are to be placed 
on local committees. These are being grouped into 
regions, each with its own co-ordinating body. There 
will be twelve of these Co-ordinating Committees, which 
will work with the central body in London. | 
lhe conference, | gather, heard statements on employ- 
ment, recruiting, welfare and after-care, adult education, 
and immigration and tribunals. After-the conference 
had formally been declared closed, a number of. sub- 
committees met and discussed employment, co-opera- 


.tion, and finance. 


It is hoped at.Bloomsbury House—where the tre 
mendous amount of personal service given by Com- 
mittees, large and small, all over. the country ts highly 


appreciated—that this conference, which was attended’ 


by over 100 people, will result in a general encourage- 
ment of all refugee work. 


ITALY EXPELS MORE 


Sent Back to Germany 


The Italian authorities have received definite instructions 
to eliminate the “foreign Jewish element” still present in 
Italy. It is understood that these instructions emanate 
directly from the Ministry of the Interior, at the head of 
which is Signor Mussolini. In compliance with these orders, 
large numbers of foreign Jews, nearly all of German or 
Polish nationality, are being rounded up by police for “ last 
warnings. 

Apparently im co-operation with the German police, 
many Polish as well as German Jews have received free 
Government railway tickets to the German frontier. The 
tickets were accompanied by threats of arrest and forced 
expulsion if not used voluntarily. 

Only a very few of the 3,500 Jewish refugees in Italy 
have remained unharassed. Most are resigned to the hope- 
lessness of their situation and expect to be sent to the Lublin 
reservation. One middle-aged German-Jewish couple in 
Genoa, it is learned, have already committed suicide for 
fear of this prospect. 


AUSTRIAN HOSTEL OPENED 


Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., opened a new hostel for 
Austrian. refugees at 132, Westbourne Terrace, W.2, last 
week. 

Sir George Franckenstein, the former Austrian 
Ambassador in London, who was present with Lady 
Franckenstein, expressed his cratitude to Miss Rathbone 
and congratulated the Austrian Centre. 

Miss Eva Kolmer, the Secretary of the Centre. said that 
the hostel, which at present contained thirty-five beds and 
would eventually have fifty, was intended primarily for 
domestic workers and those who were without any kind 
of shelter. “It is,” she said, “a monument to the solidarity 
of all the people who live and work here. It was built 
up out of the community spirit of the Austrians in this 
country.” 

Mr. D. N. Pritt, M.P., and the Earl of Listowel were 
among the visitors, who were later shown over the hostel 
and entertained with music and games, Mr. Pritt and 


Professor William Bragg are among those who have given 
dormitories.

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Obituary 


MR. A. M. KRICHEFSKI 


A Founder of the Hendon Synagogue 


The Rev H. L. ALEXANDER writes: 

With the death of Mr. Abraham Meyer Krichefski, at the 
age of 81, the “father” of the Hendon Synagogue has 
passed away. He was one of the founders some thirteen 
years ago, and held the office of Warden from its inception 
until his death. He had a gentle character that gained for 
him the sincere affection of all who met him, and, in addi- 
thon to the entire Congregation, a large number of non- 
Jews in the Borough of Hendon (where he had resided for 
twenty years) mourn his passing. His generous heart opened 
his charitable purse to many causes, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish, and never did a caller in need go away empty- 


handed. The late Mr. Krichefski was at once a ODM ‘TOON 


anda SW and his interest in Hebrew education 
extended to the Synagogue Religion Classes, at which he 
was a regular visitor each Sunday morning. The Zionist 
Movement was very near to his heart, and he was an active 
worker on the Committee of the Hendon Zionist Society. 
The Synagogue was his life and he adorned it; Judaism was 
his inspiration and he spent himself willingly in its service. 
Ie will, indeed, be difficult for us in Hendon to become 
accustomed to secing the warden's box without Mr. 
Krichefski's venerable figure and genial smile there to grace 
it at cach Sabbath service. The heartfelt condolences of 
all Hendon Jewry go out to his wife and family who are left 
to mourn their great loss. :

SERMON FOR THE WEEK_ 


Does God Sport With Us ? 


This tantalising question rises to our lips as we 
survey the opening sections of Exodus. As we read 
of the devastation suffered by Egypt after each 
successive plague, and especially as we come across 
the refrain “and He hardened the heart of Pharaoh, 
we cannot resist the exclamation: Was it fair for God 
deliberately to harden the heart of the tyrant so as 
to execute judgment in#Egypt? And with our moral 
indignation aroused to a white heat, we venture the 
surmise that had Pharaoh been left alone, he might 
have sent Israel out long before the ten plagues had 
taken their disastrous course. If it be true then, as 
our Sidra would lead us to believe, that the despotism 
of Pharaoh and the tribulations of Israel were essential 
steps on the march to Revelation, then shorn would 
be the claim of Judaism that man possesses a will free 
to choose the good or the evil. It would then seem 
that to the Stoic schoo! of Greek thought must be 
awarded the palm of merit; for it was they who opined 
that man was but a blind puppet and a helpless sport 
in the lap of the gods: 

Surely, we Jews can never subscribe to such a 
fatalistic doctrine! Of what use then trying to do 


good if we are not masters of our own inclination, . 


if some mysterious and more powerful force than our- 
selves wills otherwise? But we need not be unduly 
alarmed. Even the most cursory study of the philo- 
sophy of Judaism convinces us that in our theology the 
doctrine of man’s power to carve out his own fate- 
ful destiny, with the’ guiding and checking hand of a 
supreme . og, holds almost undisputed sway. It was 
only when some of our medieval thinkers in Spain 
came under the influence of Islamic thought, with its 
doctrine of Kismet, that this sovereignty of man’s Free- 
will was questioned. But this influence only caused 
a few ripples on the surface, for most Jewish 
philosophers sought shelter from them doubts in the 
assurance of Akiba, quoted in Abot. iii, 19: “ Every- 
thing is foreseen by God, yet freedom of choice ts 
given to man.” This may have been a brave attempt 
to solve a burning problem, but it sufficed to teach 
all subsequent ages that though man is influenced by 
Divine intervention, he, nevertheless, still possesses the 
power to choose the good and reject the evil; a sub- 
lime power which the ancient Greeks challenged, 
Christianity weakened and finally crushed, and Islam 
limited and reduced to an almost imperceptible margin. 

It is idle to waste our sympathy on ° Pharaoh, 
for he was the author of his own damnation. You 
will remember the arrogance with which he confronted 
Moses and Aaron when they first presented themselves 
before him. “ Who is this Lord that | should hearken 


‘unto His voice to let the Israelites go? I do not know 


this Lord, and hence will I not allow Israel to go.” 
Pharaoh's was not a soft heart which God made 
hard, but a heart already arrogant and callous which 
God sought to chasten by hammering blows. In fact, 
Pharaoh had been most patiently treated. He was 
given warning after warning, and one miracle after 
another was vouchsafed unto him; and it was only after 
he had proved himself impervious to all appeals that 
God had recourse to chatisement and visitation. 

This lesson of Pharaoh speaks with a thousand 
tongues to us in the throes of a second great world 
conflagration within one short generation. Many 
to-day, too, are tormented by the question of colossal 
suffering and the impudent bellowings of a Nazi 
dictator before whose hellish deeds an Attila or 
Torquemada would hide in shame. We ask: Why does 
God allow Hitler and his henchmen so much rope to 
hang sO many innocent men and women? Why has 
war and all its horrors descended on our heads once 
again? The answer is simple. It is not God that has 
made Hitler powerful, but the seeming apathy of a 
whole worid in the face of. unprecedented atrocities; 
just as it is no: He who creates wars, but politicians 
in whose statecraft Divine laws of justice and brother- 
hood are spurned and inveterate greeds and imperial- 
istic ambitions maximised to breaking point. It would 
be more true to say that wars are a punishment for 
man’s hard-heartedness, just as the plagues were a 
punishment for the Egyptian atrocities. Now, as in 
the days of yore, the sorrows to which our flesh is heir 
come as a drastic purge. Moral decay and rottenness 
cannot spread for long without discharging poison and 
hatred, as pus from a lanced boil. The bacillus of 
anti-Semitism—what is it but the spawn of a diseased 
mind? The suffering we endure as a people is not 
because God sports with us but serves as a reminder 
that we cannot escape the responsibility of our mission 
to the world as the torch-bearers of fait. and idealism. 
For, like Jonah of old, we shall be thrown overboard 
and made perforce to proclaim our message to the 
Nineveh of nations. : 

It may be a far cry from the storied annals of our 
Sidra to the sad life of to-day, but is not the lesson 
the same, writ large for all to read? Who will dispute 
the fact that the Bible is the history of mankind written 
thousands of years in advance, challenging us in all our 
actions and inspiring every thought?

JEWISH EDUCATION PROBLEMS 
Joint Committee’s Inadequate Funds 
PUBLIC APPEAL TO BE LAUNCHED 


_A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Educa- 
tion was held last week at Woburn House. . The Chairman, 


Dr. M. Epstein, presided. 


The Director of Jewish Education, Mr. Herbert M. Adler, 
dealt in detail with the estimates: for 1940. What 
they estimated would be needed for their purposes in “1940 
would be £702 less than they had asked for in 1939. As 
regards the saving of £520 already effected this year, through 
the change of activities, he suggested that they should ask 
the Executive Council of the Jewish Memorial Council to 


_ allow that £520 to go en bloc to the Joint Evacuation Com- 


mittee, and that they request the Jewish Memorial Council 
to give the same amount in 1940 as they had been willing 
to give in 1939—-to allow the saving of £702, to be diverted 
to the Joint Committee for evacuation purposes. Even then 
# ae still leave the Joint Committee with a considerable 

cit. . 

On the motion of Dayan Lazarus, seconded by the Rev. 

Isaac Goldston, the estimates were adopted. 
_ Mr. Adler, reporting on the position of religious educa- 
tion in London, said the Joint Emergency Committee had 
great difficulty to make both ends meet. Grants would 
have to be forthcoming, adequate to the numbers of 
children in London to be catered for. 

* We estimate,” said Mr. Adler, “ that over £6,000 would 
be required even if only half the numbers of children have 
to be taught compared with before the war. They had not 
got a penny towards that. 

The Joint Emergency Committee had conferred with the 
representatives of Synagogal Bodies, and it had been decided 


that there should be a public appeal. The necessary plans 
were being worked out.

ANXIETY FOR CAPTURED JEWISH SOLDIERS 


During the course of my chaplaincy duties, 1 have been 
approached by our Jewish boys, stationed at the military 
and R.A.F. camps which I visit, and have had the question 
of possible Nazi discrimination against Jewish prisoners 
of war put to me. My questioners were not amongst those 
—though many such certainly do exist to my knowledge— 
who have become “C. of E. for the duration.” { have 
answered on the lines of the excellent points so forcefully 
presented in the letter from the Jewish Chaplains, Rabbis 
Gollop and Rabinowitz, in THe Jewisu CwHronicie of 
December 22. There is, however, an additional argument. 
Jews serving in H.M. Forces are, in the eyes of the War 
Office and Army authorities, British soldiers wearing the 
King’s uniform. The religious denomination of the wearer 
does not, in any degree, affect this outstanding fact. Any 
unduly rigorous treatment of British prisoners, by reason 
of their race or religion, at the hands of the Nazis, must 
incur the risk of immediate reciprocity by the British 
authorities against German prisoners captured by us. Fear 
of retaliation seems to be the real reason for Hitler's 
restraint in not bombing civilian towns. The same fear 
hokis good with regard to the treatment of prisoners of 
war.—-The Rev. H. I. ALEXANDER (Officiating Jewish 
Chaplain), 1, West Avenue, Hendon, N.W.4. 


I am in entire agreement with the opinions expressed by 
our Chaplains Dayan Gollop and Dr. Rabinowitz in their 
letter printed in your last issue regarding the enlistment of 
a number of Jews in H.M. Forces under denominations 
other than Jewish. . As the Chaplains rightly state: “It is 
obviously essential for our records to be as complete as 
possible, and this neglect to state that they are Jews reflects. ° 
adversely on our records and lets down the Community 
badly.” As one who served at the Front in the last war, 
it was evident. in the regiment to which I was attached that 
those coreligionists of mine who had, unfortunately, enlisted 
under the denominations other than Jewish were not held 
in the same respect by our non-Jewish comrades as were 
those who proclaimed their Jewishness. British Jews are 
fighting alongside their Christian fellow-citizens of the 
British Empire for freedom, justice, and righteousness.— 
ONOCHI.” 


EDUCATIONAL COURSES FOR REFUGEES 


The Council for Jewish Adult Education is making 
arrangements, for the forthcoming January term, to provide 
courses specially suitable for refugees On various aspects of 
Jewish history, literature, and ideas. As a new departure, 
various courses will be organised on civics, English history, 
and institutions generally, in order to assist refugees to 
obtain a complete understanding of their English environ- 
ment, which is so essential. Provisional arrangements have 
already been made to commence four such courses very 
early in 1940, and their numbers will be increased to cover 
first every district in London and later the Provinces, To 
facilitate the formation of such courses, all organisers of 
refugee classes who wish to add any of the above courses 
to their educatioral schemes should gét in touch with me 
as early as possible. Expert tutors will be provided in 
connection with the Workers’ Educational Association. The 
Council's scheme is worked out in consultation with the 
Education Department at Bloomsbury House.—Mr. MYER

For instance, the additional cost of freight charges equals 
id. ver pound extra on the price of matzot, packages 
account for another 3d. Add to this the increased cost of 
coal, petrol, insurance, etc., and it will be seen that far 
from profiteering we are bearing increased charges in order 
to keep the price as low as possible.—M. Lapipus (matzo 
manufacturer), 15, Mount Pleasant, Manchester, 8. 


JEWISH SPIRITUAL REGENERATION 


The illustrious Zangwill once suggested that there were 
four possible solutions to the Jewish problem: national 
regeneration, spiritual regeneration, assimilation, and the 
status quo. The fourth can be dismissed without comment. 
the third commends itself to the very aristocratic or the very 
scientific, the first is the most favoured, whilst the second 
is the most neglected. The object of this letter is to make 
a plea for the second solution, which has to-day some 
Prospects of success. One objection to Zionism is that it 
iS just One more nationalism. Spiritual regeneration, on 
the other hand. is a necessary and vital concern not only 
to Jews but through them to non-Jews. Furthermore, it 
comprises the preliminary step to the fulfilment of our 
mission, which is to spread the true conception of God and 
ethics to the whole world. There are very few Jews to-day 
who will admit that there is such a ‘hing as a national 
mission, but they are surely blind to the facts of history. 


A true Briton would not deny that the mission of his race - 


is to carry civilisation to the backward peoples of the earth. 
There are many false doctrines to undo to-day not only 
in Christianity and Mohammedanism but also in Judaism 
before we can attain our goal and produce a philosophy 
which is aceeptable by all peoples. Lf the majority of Jews 
are satisfied with our contribution to ‘religion up to. the 
present, then I, for one, am not.—Dr. L. I. Harpy, 141, 
Boothferry Road, Hull. .

NNAZI HAVOC IN LODZ 


Great Synagogue Gutted 


The Great Synagogue in Lodz has been set on fire 
by the Nazis and gutted, reporis the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. The Lopzer ZerTtUNG admits that the fire 
brigade was not allowed to extinguish the fire but merely 
prevented iis extension to adjacent buildings. 

All the funds of the Lodz Jewish Community have 
been confiscated. The Community has to supply 400 
Jewish women daily for cleaning the kitchens and doing 
other services for the troops.

street. No reason for the execution was giver, nor did 
the German authorities publish the names of the 
executed men. 

In all areas annexed by the Nazis, mcluding Lodz, 
the population has been ordered to change Polish 
currency for German currency by a certain date. Jews 
who queued up outside the local banks to change their 
money were repeatedly dispersed by Storm-troopers, so 
that the majority of Lodz Jews were left without any 
German currency. The Poles, although left undisturbed 
outside the banks, were told that there was no German 
currency for them. 


RELEASE OF JEWS CAPTURED ON 
HIGH SEAS 
Mr. M. Beckelman, Director of the American-Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee, who was detained by the 
Nazis after the seizure on the high seas of the Estonian 
liner s.s. Estonia, has arrived in Maimo. He states 
that Mr. I. Giterman, the other detained J.D.C. repre- 
sentative, is to be released shortly. Altogether there 


were sixty Polish-Jewish refugee passengers aboard, and. 


the Latvian Press says that they are all to be released. 

The. Nazis are holding only officers of the former Polish 
Army. 

Meanwhile, Estonian ships have stopped accepting 

Polish subjects as passengers. Polish-Jewish refugees 


wishing to leave Lithuania can now do so only by air. . 


OFFENSIVE ARTICLE IN OFFICIAL 
| POLISH ORGAN 


The Jewish Press in Paris has published a protest 
against an anti-Semitic article which appeared in the 
official organ of the Polish Government, GLoS POLSKI, 
in which the Jews in Warsaw were disparagingly referred 
to as “ Astatics.” 

The Jewish Press points out that the article is in com- 
plete contradiction to the attitude oi the Government, 
which, in an official statement, praised Jewish heroism 
in Warsaw during the Nazi siege. (It ts also, of course, 
in flagrant contradiction to the official proclamation 
referred to on page 1.) 

A protest has also been lodged by the Federation of 
Polish Jews in France. 


WORK FOR BERLIN JEWS 


Rationing Restrictions 


Of the 95,000 Jews still resident in Berlin, 20,000 
have regular occupations, most of them in the build- 
ing and transport trades, but a certain number in 
nursery gardens, reports the Berlin City Labour Office. 
Latterly, some of them were employed in getting in 
the harvest. (It will be noted that the figure given 
indicates that the majority of Berlin adult male Jews 
are now employed.) 

The office says that in October 3,011 Jews applied 
to it for work, against an average of only 1,500 in the 
previous three months. These Jews, it claims, had been 
receiving exactly the same unemployment relief as any 
other unemployed. 

It adds that the Jews receive exactly the same ration 
cards for food as anyone else, but not clothing cards, 
on the ground that ninety-two per cent. of the Jews 
had previously been employed in commerce, “ and their 
previous standard of life gave good reason for sup- 
posing that they would have enough to wear.” 

According to the Swiss Neve ZUuERCHER ZEITUNG, 
Jews are unable even to buy sewing material to repair 
their old rags. Food ration cards, tt declares, are not 
sent to Jews as they are to other sections of the popula- 
tion. They must fetch them personally, which means 
queueing up for many hours in the bitter cold. A 
special Nazi trick is to issue cards for Jews only on 
Tuesday mornings, while registration in retail shops 
ends on Tuesday evenings. They thus risk not being 
in time for registration. 

They have also been excluded from the special Christ- 
mas food ration for the German population; and find 
difficulty in. obtaining medicaments, which have also 
been rationed. . Food cards issued to Jews are marked 
with a “J.” 


MASS EXECUTIONS IN BUCHENWALD 


Mass executions are occurring daily in the Buchen- 
wald concentration camp, says a Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency report from Amsterdam, Relatives of the 
prisoners receive official announcements of their death, 
sometimes accompanied by urns with their ashes. Many 
other prisoners have died of epidemic diseases. 

Arrests still continue in Vienna, and many young 
Jews are regularly sent to concentration camps in 
Germany. Several instances have occurred where Jews 
on their. way to a concentration camp were forced 
by the Nazi guards to jump off the. train and were 
killed. 

Hundreds of Jews arrested in Munich after the recent 
bomb explosion are still in prison, despite the announce- 
ment by tue Gestapo that the alleged culprits—who 
are non-Jews-—have been found. 


ONE-THIRD OF AUSTRIAN JEWS REMAIN 


According to an official communal report, the Jewish 
population in Austria has decreased from 165,000 in March, 
1938, to 55,000 tn September, 1939. 

The Nazi authorities are said to have suspended the 
activities of Jewish sports clubs and to have transferred all 
their property to German clubs. 


ALLEGED THREAT TO REFUGEES 
IN LITHUANIA 
Deportation Rumours Officially Denied 


-Rumours of the possible deportation of refugees from 
Lithuania were categorically denied last week by the 
Commissioner for the Vilna region, Vice-Premier 
Bizauskas. No Jewish refugees would be deported, he 
said, and all would be given a chance to remain in 
Lithuania, although some of them might be: transferred 
to the provinces, in order to enable the authorities to 
organise an easicr and cheaper way of supplying them 
with food. 

President Smetona and the Prime Minister, Colonel 
Merkys, received Rabbi Rubinstein of Vilna and had 


_a friendly discussion with him about Jewish problems 


in the Vilna district. They assured him of the Govern- 
ment’s favourable attitude to the Jews. 


“SEND THEM TO LUBLIN,” SAY 
RUMANIAN JEW-BAITERS 


The Rumanian anti-Semites are demanding that the 
225,000 Jews who have lost their citizenship as a result 
of the recent revision should be sent to Lublin Pale 
which the Nazis have set up for the Jews in Poland. 
Leaflets have been distributed by the Cuzists in 
Bucharest; and the anti-Semitic agitators have even had 
the effrontery to allege that the new Minister of Justice, 
M. Micescu, who was a member of the notorious Goga- 
Cuza Cabinet, is in favour of this plan. The anti- 
Semites were disappointed, however, to find the police 
on their track, confiscating the leaflets. It is believed 
that although the Premier, M. Tatarescu, favours an 


emigration plan of some kind for the denaturalised Jews 


he is opposed to any agitation to send them by force to 
Lublin. 


SOVIET ARRESTS POLISH 
JEW-BAITERS 


But Combats Judaism 


Fifteen Ukrainians have been sentenced in Stryj, in 
the Russian zone of Poland, to terms of imprisonment, 
with hard labour, ranging up to four years, for organ- 
ising an anti-Jewish riot. The attack was made on a 
piece of land which had been allotted to Jewish agricul- 


tural workers by the authorities, and in the course of the - 


rict a number of Jews were mijured, 

In Stanislawow, the authorities arrested three Nazi 
agents who were caught in the act of distributing anti- 
Semitic leaflets. 

On the other hand, the Government has allotted a 
sum of 285,000 roubles to the Godless League for anti- 
religious propaganda among the Jews. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency quotes a report from 
Copenhagen that the former Warsaw Chief Rabbi, 
Professor Moses Schorr, has not, as previously stated, 
been released. He is still in prison in Lwow, it is alleged. 
The former Vice-Mayor of Brest-Litovsk, M. Mast- 
baum, a brother of the well-known Jewish writer Joel 
Mastbaum, is also under arrest. It ts reported from 
Lwow that the former Jewish Deputy, Dr. Emil 
Sommerstein, has been sentenced to eight years 
imprisonment. The charge against him is not known. 
The chief editor of the Polish Jewish daily Cuwi.a, M. 
Hersheles, has been arrested in Stanislawow after 
returning from Rumania. 


U.S. BIRO-BIDJAN COMMITTEE TRANSFERS 
FUNDS TO ORT 


Marking the formal suspension of its activities im 
favour of .Jewish settlement in Biro-Bidjan, the 
American Biro-Bidjan Committee last week decided—- 
according to a Jewish Telegraphic Agency report—to 
transfer its funds to the Ort (Society for the Promotion 
of Agriculture and Artisanship among Jews). 

The first instalment. has already been paid by the 
Committee, and the remainder will be transferred as 
soon as technicalities have been arranged. 


NO JEWISH CHAPLAINS FOR 
DUTCH ARMY 


Strange Ministerial Decision

Giving as his reason that no more than 10 per cent. 
(how this figure was-arrived at is unknown) of the 4,000 
Jews who have been called to the colours are Orthodox, 
and that for the most part Jewish soldiers are stationed 
in small groups all over the country, Heer Dijxhoorn, 
Secretary of State of War, announced in reply to Dr. 
I. H. J. Vos in the Second Chamber last week that no 
Jewish Chaplains. would be appointed By the War 
Office. 

This decision has caused intense disappointment to 
Dutch Jewry, and the point-blank refusal, on the grounds 
stated, to the representations to the Government by the 
Jewish authorities, supported as they were by the Stand- 
ing Conference of Dutch Chief Rabbis, is extremely 
mystifying. It is being asked if the War Secretary, when 
appointing Chaplains to other religious denominations, 
1s influenced by the degree of the religious devotion of 
the members of the various non-Jewish sects who are 
serving with the colours. 

Notwithstanding the rebuff suffered, the Jewish 
authorities are keenly alive to the necessity of providing 
for the spiritual welfare of the Jewish soldiers whose 
numbers will be increasing as new drafts are being 
enlisted for military service; and they have appointed 
Rabbi J. H Dunner as “ unofficial” Chaplain to the 
Jewish Forces. And some measure of consolation is 
being derived from the fact that the military authorities 
are affording him every facility to maintain contact with 
Jewish serving men. .

DIAMOND TRADE 


M. Huysmans Speaks Out 


A demand that the Belgian Government put an end 
to the present anti-Semitic agitation in Antwerp was 
made in Parliament last week by the Socialist Deputy, 
M. Camille Huysmans, Mayor of Antwerp and former 
President of the Chamber of Deputies. 

Before the war, M. Huysmans recalled, Antwerp was 
not a very important centre of the diamond trade. Its 
development took place only after the spread of anti- 
Semitism in certain countries of Europe and the 
immigration of a number of Jewish diamond merchants 
with the consent,of the Government. But for some time 
now, M. Huysmans went on, attempts were being per- 
sistently made to spread anti-Semitic propaganda locally. 
Weekly reviews published virulent attacks against Jews; 
anti-Semitic organisations, modelled on those abroad, 
were being established; demonstrations were being 
organised to disturb public order with the intention of 
driving out “the very people whom we had asked to 
come in our own interests.” All this agitation, M. 
Huysmans asserted, was due to foreign influence. 

It was in the interests of national economy, M. 
Huysmans concluded, that the agitation should be 
stopped. Already, many large diamond firms repre- 
senting a total capital of about 800,000,000 francs had 
transferred their head offices abroad temporarily. 


CZECH FASCISTS ALARMED AT 
PRO-SEMITISM 


Crowd Attacks Jew-Baiters 


The Czech Fascist Jew-baiting organ, the VLAIKA, 


which is heavily subsidised by the Gestapo, has launched 
a campaign urging the Protector, Baron von Neurath, 
to close all Jewish shops in the Protectorate as a punish- 
ment not only for the Jews but also for the Czech anti- 
Nazis, who. persist in patronising them as a protest 
against the Nazi regime. The VLAJKA argues that as 
long as the Jewish shops exist it will be impossible to 
segregate the Czechs from the Jews. 

According to a Paris report, an anti-Jewish meeting 
convened in Prague by Czech Fascists was forbidden 
by the Czech authorities. A number Of Fascists who 
arrived for their meeting and began shouting anti- 
Semitic slogans such as “Out with the Jews!” and 
“Long live Hitler!” were dispersed by: Czech police, 
aided by the local population. Nazi S.S. men who 
attempted to arrest the police were attacked by crowds 
of Czechs and had to withdraw. : 

At a Press conference convened in Prague by the 
Nazi State Secretary, Dr. Frank, a severe attack was 
made by him on the Czech Press for its friendly attitude 
towards the Jews; and he threatened all pro-Jewish 
newspapers with suspension.

Pink Nazism ? 


WHAT WILL BE THE ALLIES’ ATTITUDE? 
From Dr. LEON ZEITLIN 
To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—" Hitler Speaks "—Dr. H. Rauschning’s sensational 

book—excellently reviewed at length in Tue JewisH 
CHRONICLE'S issue of December 22, has, of course, aroused 
the keenest interest everywhere, although there are hundreds 
and thousands of people inside and outside Germany to 
whom Dr. Rauschning’s -disclosures do not disclose any- 
thing new at all. They are just a confirmation of the 
criminal madness of Herr Hitler and the mass-psychosis of 
the German people. 
_ The author of this review was therefore perfectly justified 
in raising the question of why Dr. Rauschning waited for 
five solid years before publishing these amazing revelations. 
He is also right in stating that the explanation presented by 
Dr. Rauschning is by no means a satisfactory one. 

But a clue may be found in the activities of certain groups 
of German refugees in which Dr. Rauschning evidently 
plays a prominent part. These activities are closely con- 
nected. with those of the German National Council, about 
which THe Jewish CHRONICLE'S issue of November 17 pub- 
lished most interesting details. The alleged aim of this 
Council, to help defeat the Hitler regime, is most praise- 
worthy. 

We should not forget, however, that anti-Nazi moderates 
3 as well as moderate Nazis are supporters of these plans. 

hey visualise a “Fourth Reich™ without Hitler and his 
gang; but at the same time they may try to convince world 
opinion that in order to make this “ Fourth Reich” attrac- 
tive for the German people it might be wise to maintain 
some of the achievements of the Third Reich. Needless to 
say, in that case the Jews will have to pay the bill. in 
advocating what’ they calla partial restoration of Jewish 
mghts,” they actually stand for perpetuating the humilia- 
tion which has been meted out to the German Jews. 

From the Jewish point of view it is not worth while 
arguing on the merits of a “ pink” brand of Nazism. It 
may be, however, appropriate to remind all anti-Nazi 
Germans, irrespective of political party, that the British 
Empire and France are not only the gallant champions in 
the fight against Hitler and Hitlerism but that the issue 
at stake is the building of a new world based on Christian- 
Jewish ethics and the conception of individual liberty. It is 
impossible to imagine-that Germany could be admitted to 
such a Commonwealth of Nations if she had not completely 
recovered from the mental and moral mass-insanity which 
she owes to Hitler. ,

Lessons of 1939 Not Yet Learned 


From Mr. STEFAN K. SCHIMANSKI 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In connection with the riots which are said to have 
occurred in the Polish Legion early this month, may | be 
permitted to draw your attention to the following 

if they actually took place they would not have been the 
first signs of racial discrimination among the Polish armed 
Forces. On October 30, some trouble of an anti-Semitic 
nature broke out which originated amongst a number of 
Polish officers who had reached France after escaping into 
Rumania. They threatened to resizn if moré Jews, and in 
particular more Jewish officers, were to be admitted into 
the Polish Army. I understand that this dispute was settled 
only after a promise had been given that no more Jews 
would be made officers——a promise which, if carried out, 
would, of course, be in flagrant contradiction of Polish law, 
which makes all citizens eligible for a commission if they 
have reached a certain standard of education 

As for the riots mentioned in the News CwHronicie of 
December 5, it is strange that these reports should have 
coincided with the arrival of a large contingent of Polish 
soldiers from England, a large proportion of whom 
happened to be Jews. 

Although the Polish authorities issued a statement deny- 
ing that the Polish Government was pursuing an anti- 


. Semitic policy, they left a. certain margin of ambiguity. 


For the statement says that the High Command of the Polish 
Army is op ved to all anti-Semitic tencencies, “ whatever 
the attitude vt some Polish officers towards Jews may be.” 

“Sts tS siemficant, since it would seem to admit the 
presence of elements hostile to the Jews. Surely. if the 
Government no longer makes any distinction of race or 
creed of Polish citizens then it ougcht.to take appropriate 
measures against those who openly assert their disagreement 
with that policy. 

That Jews, like all other Polish citizens, now have equal 
access and equal opportunities of promotion in the Army 
seems unlikely in view of the above-mentioned promise 
lt is a fact that some Polish soldiers refuse to fieht under the 
command of Jewish officers. The Story of a Jewish officer 
who recently came to England on leave and did not want to 
go back to France because a soldier who was’a high official 
at the Law Courts in Poland was unwilling to take orders 
from him is evidence of this 

There is no need to recall now the attitude of the Polish 
Jews in face of German ageression. But it may be worth 
while mentioning that there are about 400 Jews now training 
as officers for the Polish Legion and that this Legion com- 
prises not fewer than 35 per cent.-of Jewish volunteers 
and these have been mostly recruited from people who had 
been forced to leave Poland on account of their Jewrshness 
or because of the numerus clausus. 

he lovalty of these Jews surely deserves more than 

empty promises which can only too easily be broken 
as past experience has proved so often. A_ declaration, 
countersigned by the Allies, should be made guaranteeing 
the rights of Jews in the reconstituted Poland. “ What 
liberation our hopes will find in France, in England, in 
America, in all countries friendly to Poland, in a solemn 
affirmation of national unitv by a new Poand'” wrote Le 
Drort pe Vivre on October 14 in an appeal to the Polish 
. Government. “On that dav, with all our hearts and ail our 
fervour. we anti-racists throughout the world will celebrate 

the rebirth of Poland.”

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LET US FACE THE FACTS 


AFTER the conclusion of the war, it is being con- 
stantly pointed out, the Jewish problem will, it seems, 
inevitably be tabled for discussion. Jews are urged 
and rightly urged to be ready for that fateful day and 
to come to the Peace Conference with a plan which 
they have considered beforehand and upon which 
they are agreed. That, also, is wise counsel. But two 
caveats must be added. First, the plan must tackle 
essentials and put an end at long last, if possible, to 
the ineffectual tinkering with the whole issue which 
has cost the Gentiles many headaches and the Jews 
many rivers of blood. Secondly, we Jews must be 
frank with ourselves and the world about the Jewish 
problem, and face facts squarely, bravely, and 
honestly. In short, no tinkering, and no blinking. 

When the last shot of the war will have been fired, 
what will the Jewish position be? We shall be con- 
fronted by the large number of refugees on the 
Continent, and by the far larger numbers—the mil- 
lions—of other Jews still in the lands of persecution. 
We shall be faced, too, by the incipient or simmering 
anti-Semitism that exists elsewhere. How are these 
colossal difficulties to be attacked? PROFESSOR 


BRODETSKY warns us against the idea of finding the’ 


solution in further Jewish dispersal. To send the 
Jew on his travels again would, he argues, be merely 
to widen and extend age-old miseries. If, for the 
moment, we accept this judgment. then several other 
alternatives present themselves. 


- The Jews in the lands of oppression might remain. 


where they are; and their rights to life and freedom 
would then be subject to the respective Governments’ 
wills. To rely on a broader spirit of humanity arising 
after the horrors of war would be a hazardous gamble. 
The very reverse might happen. 

Would the binding down of Governments by treaty 
be an effective substitute? The wastepaper baskets 
at Geneva are crammed with evidence to the con- 
trary. The institution of a super-national Court to 
which aggrieved minorities could appeal would: not, 
many think, work for long. There was such an appeal 
to the League. But generally speaking it proved 
futile. Even if the writs of the suggested Courts did 
run among Government offices, they would be power- 
less against ingrained or indoctrinated anti-Semitism 
among large sections of the masses in many of the 
countries of Jewish conceutration. Jewish emancipa- 
tion has, before now, proved to have been effected in 
advance of popular enlightenment and has conse- 
quently broken down. 

Some may argue that Russia has abolished anti- 
Semitism. If that is really a fact. it has been 
accomplished very largely by means of compulsory 
de-Judaisation. Is that a process which Jews could 
regard with anything but horror? 

We come back, then, to the idea of further 
dispersion. It is held by those who support the idea 
that the trouble about this supposed panacea is that 
the dispersion has never been carried far enough. If 
the Jews were dispersed in minute doses, they say, 
and on a widespread scale, even the most brazen of 
anti-Semites could not vamp up a “ Jewish danger” 


anywhere. But even if innumerable places -of settle-. 


ment could be found, the outcome, as history indi- 


cates, would be cither that the settlers themselves 
would become absorbed and lost in the general popu- 
jation (Jewish suicide), or they would gradually drift 
together in larger numbers at certain spots, in 
obedience to the powerful Jewish gregarious instinct. 
Probably both phenomena would develop. 

The alternative to dispersion must be some scheme 
of general Jewish concentration. Which country 
could accommodate such a large Jewish concentration 
~-presuming, that is to say, that the Jews could be 
persuaded to settle there? Some members of the 
Freeland Movement are convinced that there are 
possibilities for this remedy. They believe that 
several large Jewish autonomous aggregations could 


“be established in various empty countries. They 


suggest that these should-be located at places distant 
from the big national centres with the object of 
avoiding anti-Semitism and the drift of Jews into the 
great non-Jewish cities. The possibility of attaining 
either or both of these objectives is open to very 
serious debate. 

There is another and less dubious form of concen- 
tration — Palestine. But even assuming that further 
Jewish immigration of very large dimensions into tigat 
country is politically feasible, the problem of world 
anti-Semitism, and therefore of the threatened Jewries 
that are left, will still remain. Is it very likely that the 
prestige and power of a flourishing and vigorous 
Jewish Palestine would ensure respect and a square 
deal for Jews in other States? 

The answer is provided by the suggestion that 
those Jews who did no or could not settle 
in Palestine should be left to assimilate. The 
eleven, twelve, or thirteen million Jews outside 
Palestine should gradually shake off the Jewish coil 
and be forgotten by friend and foe alike in their 
spiritual and racial suicide graves. In a word, a 
Palestinian Jewry, and for the rest —— oblivion. Some 
Zionists have, in fact, supported this idea. They for- 
get two things: persecution would act as a perpetual 
preventive of absorption; and there is no case on 
record of the deliberate suicide of three-quarters of a 
people. 

A correspondent this week offers a solution which 
has a plausible appearance. The Jews, he says; 
should effect their own spiritual regeneration and try 
to convert the nations to the principles and practice 
of their own and indeed the Christian faith, summed 


up in the precept of love for one’s neighbours. But 


that is a long long trail to salvation, on which any- 
thing might happen to the Jews; and one is not so 
sure that the spectacle of a model Jewry would not 
prove more irritating and provoking than the Jewry 
of to-day with its normal human frailties. 


This brief and superficial sketch of the Jewish | 


problem at least shows its almost overwhelming 
character, a fact which it is doubtful whether the 
Jews themselves, let alone non-Jews, have ever fully 
grasped. It may be that a solution could be found by 
a combination of some of the proposals alluded to. 
What is now urgently required is that they should be 
thrashed out .carefully and, above all, manfully. 
Don’t let us hide realities or catch up plausible ideas 
and make them the objects of blind attachment. 
Don’t let us always be waiting on miracles which we 
may not recognise even when they occur. Don’t let 
us try to “ muddle through ”"—Britain alone can do 
that with success. But, in Heaven’s neme, let us be 
ready with realistic and practical plans, if possible, 
and not plans which only bequeath new-old troubles 
to our children and our children’s children. 

It must not be forgotten that the Jewish question 
is, after all, primarily a world problem. It is the 
nations that have created it. It is to their peace, 
their conscience, and their Christian principles that it 
remains a constant and inescapabie challenge. Let 
them, with their infinite resources, determine that the 
ache shall not continue much further in this twentieth 
century. Jews will not be found wanting in co-opera- 
tion when the hour of decision strikes. 


JEWISH SOLDIERS’ ANXIETY 


Ir is useless to disguise the fact that a certain amount © 


of apprehension is felt among Jews in the Services lest 
it go particularly ill with them should they fall prisoners 
into German hands. It is, moreover, a very natural 
feeling, bred of well-known circumstances, and no good 
is done by closing one’s eyes to it. The question has 
actually presented itself as to whether the possibilities of 
serious discrimination against Jewish prisoners are so 
real and so great as to justify Jewish members of the 
Forces in attesting themselves as members of another 
religion than the one they in fact profess. Rabbi Dayan 
Gollop, the Senior Jewish Chaplain, and his Chaplain 


‘colleague, Rabbi Dr. Rabinowitz, addressed themselves 


to this point in these columns last week. They stated 
that they could not bring themselves to believe that 
“the powerful military tradition of Germany will make 
them disregard the respect which is due to His Majesty's 
uniform, irrespective of race or creed of the person by 
whom it is worn.” This is an opinion which must be 
given its proper weight, more particularly as our corres- 
pondents add that this view is shared by the military 
authorities in this country. 


GERMAN ARMY AND THE JEWS 

To this judgment, however, may be added several 
further considerations. The German Army, if report 
be true, has never had much respect for the wretched 
racialism of the Nazis. When conscription was intro- 


duced, it was freely said’ that Jews who came up to . 


enlist were accepted despite the hostile Nazi attitude 
towards them. The fact that many of the German 
military leaders had Jewish connections, recent or 
distant—General Milch, State Secretary of the German 
Air Force, has been repeatedly claimed as among this 
category—no doubt increased the disposition to im- 
patience with a system which dispensed with an element 
of the population that had shown its valour con- 
spicuously in the last war, as proved by the large 
number of decorations it had won. Army chiefs do 
not bother about racial origins. They want the best 
soldiers, not the supposedly “ best” race. Then, again, 
only last week there was reported in these columns 
an authentic incident in which Polish Jews who com- 
plained to the Military Governor of Warsaw, General 
Neumann, of an abominable anti-Jewish decree issued 
by the Gestapo received the answer from the General 
that he was astonished that such a decree had been 
issued, and that there must have been some mistake. 
He clearly revealed little sympathy with the virulent 
Jew-hatred of “the party.” This, surely, points to the 
survival of the “ powerful military tradition” of 
Germany, and the absence of the racial frenzy in the 
highest military quarters even under the Nazi dispen- 
sation. 


A WORD IN DIPLOMATIC CIRCLES | 

_ THEN, again, it may be thought by some that Nazi 
influence has seeped into the rank and file of the 
Germany Army and therefore may have infected the 
guards of the prisoners’ camps. But it has to be 
borne in mind that such guards are usually drawn from 
the older men, and that it is the more youthful who 


have been worst affected by Hitlerist direction and » 


the racial virus. What Jewish soldiers have to ask 
themselves, therefore, is whether such risks of discrim- 
ination as still, in the light of the above considerations, 
remain are worth the concealment of their religious 
faith, with the consequent serious disabilities which our 
correspondents enumerated. With the fullest under- 
standing of the soldiers’ fears, it must all the same be 
pointed out that the hiding of their faith by Jews in the 


Army leads to a serious under-estimate of the number 


of our community in the Forces, and, as our corre- 
spondents put it, lets our people down badly. There 
is no doubt but that our young men are sufficiently 
Jewish, and of sufficiently high mettle, not to lose sight 
of this fact. At the same time, it is only right respect- 
fully to bespeak the earnest vigilance of the Army 
Authorities in this matter. A word to the United 


States Ambassador who is looking after British interests 
in Germany during the war might prove not unhelpful. 
The American Ambassador at Berlin during the last 
war, Mr. James W. Gerard, bestirred himself, with 
valiant determination and by no means in vain, to secure 
a little fair play and humanity for prisoners of war 
in Germany. 
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SELF-SEGREGATION 

A CORRESPONDENT has drawn our attention to 
a newspaper report of a Bazaar which was organised 
by the Hendon Constitueney Labour Party on the 9th 
of this month, and held at the local Labour Halli. From 
this report it appears that a “ Jewish stall” figured in 
the function, and the opener of the Bazaar, Mr. 
Reginald Bridgman, the prospective Labour candidate 
for Hendon, remarked that he was especially glad to 
see that Jewish stall, as “it typified their struggle for 
freedom against oppression.” With the greatest good- 
will, however, for the Labour Party, which has 
repeatedly given proof of its devotion to the cause of 
liberty, and not least of Jewish liberty, it is impos- 
sible to regard the identification of Jews, qua Jews, 
with any particular Party in the State as a wise or 
even fair step.. After all, other Parties are also heart 
and soul in the present struggle for freedom against 
oppression. And if favours are to be extended 
impartially and on the same grounds to all Parties, then 
the effect will be that Jews throughout the country will 
stand out as a body who act always separately as a 
body in matters-in.which, rightfully, they should act 
individually, as British citizens, each-one doing what he 
thinks best for the country, according to the highest 
lights of his conscience and intelligence. 


In other words, we shall be confronted by that 
ancient and so far fortunately unmaterialised bogy, 
the Jewish vote, the possibility of which is canvassed 
by enterprising candidates at almost every election, 
Its dangers, to Jews, are palpable, for it cuts at the 
very basis of equality of citizenship and !*vs the way 
open to the most lamentable hostilities. ertainly the 
Labour Party would be among the first to object most 
strongly to a move on to the slippery slope which may 
lead to Jewish segregation and all that that word 
implies. 


THE NAZI TENTACLES 

SUBSCRIBERS in Hungary. to THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
have recently found themselves deprived of the paper 
from time to time owing to the occasional ban laid upon 
it by the local authorities. The reason, so we gather, 
is that issues of this paper have contained attacks on 
national leaders elsewhere. By this must be meant the 
one and only “ Leader” who is disporting himself on 
the corpus of the German nation, since we are not 
aware that the spokesmen of other peoples have been 
treated with any particular disrespect in these columns. 
The position, therefore, is that not only are the domestic 
publications in Hungary probably vigilantly watched 
for any unkind word about Herr Hitler, but the same 
keen attention is also extended to foreign publications. 
In other words, a sort of censorship is exercised over the 
British Press and, for all we know, the Press of other 
countries, out of fear of what the Nazi bludgeon may 
do (or threaten) to the unfortunately placed Hungary. 
Clearer illustration of the terror of Nazi aggression in 
Europe could surely not be asked for. As Hungary is 
not the only country to be beset by the same fear of 
ofiending the Lord of Misrule at Berlin, it may be 
imagined how Europe will heave a sigh of relief when 
the spectre of Hitlerism is laid once for all, and men 
can breathe freely and conduct their life as they want 
to and not as the men of Berlin demand. 


MR. OTTO SCHIFF 


Ir will have been learned with regret, but without . 


surprise, that Mr. Otto Schiff, the President of the Jewish 
Refugees’ Committee, is compelled on medical advice 
to divest himself of a considerable part of his labours 
in this sphere. From the very outset of the refugee 
trouble he has given himself unsparingly to the task 
that would long ago have crushed a man less selflessly 
devoted to the work and less blessed than he with the 
gifts of coolness and self-command in its pursuit. 
This is not the first time that he has spent himself in the 
Service of men and women in flight from their homes. 
His immense labours for the Belgian refugees in the last 
war are still in the public memory. But it is questionable 
whether, grateful to him as we all must be, the values 
of his endeavours at a crucial point in successive inter- 
national imbroglios can even now be estimated to the 
full. His partial break with his refugee work follows 
the complete abandonment by Mr. Laski, also under the 
compelling force of personal considerations, of his 
Presidency of the Deputies. The Community will be 
fortunate if, in the-troubled days ahead, it finds men of 
Similar capacity and ‘the same willingness for self- 
sacrifice to carry on its work. It has not always deserved 
such service! |

He called 
special attention to the necessity of increased donations 
and subscriptions. 


Home of Rest 


The Chairman said that when the Home of Rest was 
opened two years ago, it was hoped that the Community 
would make an effort to see that this new extension, with 
its extra beds, was supported by increased donations. 
The response, however, had been disappointing, in spite 
of the fact that every available bed had been taken up, 
without payment of any kind, and that there was a waiting 
list. There appeared to be some doubt in the minds of 
some subscribers as to the readmission of those inmates 
who had been temporarily evacuated at the outbreak of 
war. The Chairman wished to emphasise the fact that the 
arrangement had been a temporary one, lasting only until 
adequate protection had been built, and immediately the air- 
raid shelters and gasproof rooms had been completed under 
the supervision of the civic authorities all the inmates had 
been readmitted and were now happily settled. 

Mrs. B. Waldenberg gave a report on the activities of 
the House Committee, and Mr. Samuel Hyman, Chairman 
of the Religious Services Committee, gave a résumé of 
its work. | 

Dr. M. Goldberg, resident Medical Officer of the Herzl 
Moser Hospital, paid several visits to the Home and reported 
that the health of the inmates was of a high standard. Drs. 


M. Masser and H. Featherman continued to visit the Home 


of Rest regularly.

Excellent Response for National Service

Nettler, J.P., Joint 
Treasurer, pointed out that most of the money collected 
had been remitted to London, except for a small sum 
which had been retained to assist urgent local cases.

PLIGHT OF TALMUD TORAH 
Serious Financial Position 


When the financial statement of the Glasgow Talmud 
Torah was presented at a meeting of the Council last 
week it revealed a serious position. Mr. H. J. Coutts 
presided. 

The statement showed that taking into account the 
sum due to the bank, and the amount still required to 
be paid for wages, etc., a sum of approximately £700 
was needed in order to balance expenditure for the 
current year. It was pointed out that noi only had there 
been a considerable decrease in the income this year but 
that the expenditure was a great deal higher, owing to 
the additional expense involved in providing teachers for 
the children evacuated to various parts of Scotland. It 
was. emphasised that steps must be taken to remedy the 
serious financial position of the Lalmud Torah, and the 
local Community was urged to give its support to the 
Institution. 

Scheme to Open Hostel 


It was mentioned at the meeting that the Talmud Torah 


Education Committee, with the assistance of Dr. M. Fried- 
lander and Mr. B. Glasser, had under consideration a scheme 
for the opening of a hostel at Skelmorlie, Ayrshire, to which 
they proposed to bring as many as possible of the Jewish 
children who had been evacuated to different districts. This 
project, it was stated, had the approval of the education 
authorities, who had indicated their willingness to give every 
possible assistance, and had expressed their appreciation of 
the beneficial effect the scheme would have in maintaining 
Jewish life in all its aspects during the period of evacuation. 

Dr.. Friedlander and Mr. Glasser, who had interviewed 
officials of the education authorities in connection with the 
scheme, paid a tribute to the authorities concerned for their 
sympathetic and helpful attitude.

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JEWISH LIFE IN SHEFFORD 
AND STOTFOLD 


Lively Evacuee Children’s Communities 


The pupils of the Jewish Schools have now 
settled down in Shefford and district (Bedfordshire) to a 
regular routine of educational, social, and religious activity. 
School ‘work is proceeding in comfortable premises, and 
early morning service is held at 730. ‘There is a canteen 
supplying kasher meals. Boys conduct the services on 
Sabbaths, read the Law, and occasionally preach the sermon. 
The Principal, Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld, last week visited the 
schools, and every week-end there are talks on religious 
subjects by Dayan Dr. Griinfeld. Shiurim are given in the 
evenings. [here is a weekly debating society in which 
masters and pupils take parf; and it is hoped to start 
leather-work and bookbinding classes. 

A miniature community has also been formed in the 
small village of Stotfold, five miles away. by 140 children 
evacuated with the Jewish Seeondary Schools, but separated 
owing to the exigences of billeting Among the Stotfoid 
children is a large number of refugees. 


Avoiding Pitfalls 


A canteen provides the children with a kasher dinner 
each day. Besides ordinary school teaching, which includes 
Modern Hebrew, Friday evening, Sabbath, and Festival 
Services and religion classes are organised, all attended 
bv Jewish children of Northwold Road L.C.C. school 
Leisure occupation is provided throughout the whole of 
Sunday to avoid the risk of the children being taken to 
religious services by their foster parents. 

Important educational work is done in the “ Jewish 
Defence” classes, which equip the. children to deal ably 
with any queries. A parallel course in etiquette is also run. 
The older children have first-aid classes, conducted by a 
doctor. Recently, at a War Comforts meeting, the ladies 
of: the village were entertained by the instrumental and 
vecal efforts of some of the community. 

The favourite hobby (and only means of transport) is 
cycling, and it has beem found necessary to. institute a 
“driving test” and to grant “licences.” A curfew exists 
and street patrols ensure its.observance. -Throuwgh the kind- 
ness of a villager, a fortnightly cinema show has been 
provided. 

Twenty-nine of the children have no means whatsoever: 
some because their parents are now penniless, others 
because they were members of hostels which have dis- 
banded. and still others because their guarantors can no 
longer fulfil their obligations. All the needs of these 
children, ranging from shoe-repairs to haircuts, have to ‘¢ 
supplied out of such moneys as are contributed by sym- 
pathisers to the welfare fund. 

A third hall and canteen have been opened and the equip- 
ment has been kindly donated by Miss Clarisca and Mr. Fred 
Davidson

received in Stotfold, .-. We appreciate the fact that not a 
few of our visitors have been the victims of Nazi cruelty. 
[ am sure that any of us who have in our homes children 
separated from thew parents and belonging to the Jewish faith 
will feel in honour bound to treat their religious beliefs and 
practices. with respect.”

Investments and Securities 


A most satisfactory feature of stock markets is the 
strong tone which was in evidence when they closed 
for the long holiday week-end, 

In normal times a rally in prices at this time might 
have been attributed to pre-holiday and end-year cios- 
ing of speculative bear accounts. Under present con- 
ditions, however, with all stock market dealings for 
ay and no carry-over facilities, this cannot be the 

The improvement must be the result of genuine 
buying. 

_ [t has to be admitted that the volume of business 
in markets remains comparatively small and the sup- 
lies of stock are limited, so that no great volume of 
uying 1s needed to have a marked effect on prices. 
That in itself, however, is a reflection of the absence of 


any selling pressure and of the generally confident atti- 
tude of investors. 


GILT-EDGED PROSPECTS 


Home industria] securities continue to attract most 
attention. There is a steady demand for leading indus- 
trial equities. 

Beyond this there are signs of reviving speculative 
interest in several directions. Textile issues, for 
instance, have come into demand, and besides invest- 
ment buying of leaders such as Courtaulds and Coats, 
there is a better market for the speculative non-dividend 
paying issues such as tine Spinners, Bleachers and 
British Celanese ordinary. 

Elsewhere, Home railway stocks continue a good 
market on reports of heavy traffics, although Govern- 
ment control terms are not yet known. 

The gilt edged market, which had been quiet for some 
time, also showed to bette: advantage. It is still not 
anticipated that large new Government borrowing is 
likely at an early date. 

The success of the National Savings campaign and 
the inflow of taxes may satisfy the Chancellor for -the 
time being. By the time the borrowing comes in the 
new year, however, many believe that prices for gilt 
edged will be on an appreciably. higher level. 


“BATS” RESULTS 


Profits of the British America Tobacco Co. in the year 
to September 30, after management expenses, etc., “and 
providing for increased taxation” amounted to £5,165.453 
conipared with £5,590,886. The company is of course 
entirely concerned with overseas business, and in view of 


. disturbed international conditions during the year the result 


appears distinctly satisfactory. The usual four interim 
dividends of 10d. per £1 unit tax free have been paid, but 
the directors are adopting a conservative course in declaring 
a final dividend of 6d. per share tax free against 8d. a year 
ago and placing £500,000 to contingencies reserve.

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NATIONAL BUILDING SOCIETY 


Profits of the National Building Society in the r 
October 31 were £1,184,010 against £1,205,277 wh ca 
Income was slightly higher and management expenses were 
reduced. but charges for interest and taxation rose. After 
meeting interest on shares, £199,209 goes to reserves. against 
£274,135 to reserves and £11,000 written off premises last 
year. Ihe carry forward is £52,238 against £26,157. The 
international situation called for caution, it is stated, and 
new advances were £3.837.381 agaist £6,188.309 previously. 
New share subscriptions were £3,455,815 against £4,705.765 
and new desposits £1,952,216 against £4,132.971. With- 
drawals, as anticipated, increased, but it is stated that the 
society was able to meet all demands and is in a position to 
continue to do this. During the year £416,640 of invest 
ments was realised showing a profit of £10.751. In addition 
the balance-sheet shows a bank overdraft of £490.775 against 
none last year. The Directors, it is stated, “ have been able 
to prepare the society for the abnormal demands made upon 
it and they look forward with reasoned optimism to the 
future.” 

APEX OTL 


The outlook for British oil producing companies remains 
somewhat obscure at present. Against reduced domestic 
demand there must be increased demand for oi! and petrol 
from the Services. There remain, however, the problems of 


prices under Government control and increased freight and 


distribution costs, war risk imsurance, etc. Meanwhile 
results for the past ‘year are rather disappointing. Apex 
(Trinidad) Oilfields Ltd. announces profits for the year to 
September 30 before tax of £256,049 against £315,554. Tax 
provision requires £80,464 against £64,740. A final dividend 
of 174 per cent. makes only 30 per cent. for the year against 
40’ per cent. previously. Apart from the lower profits the 
directors comment that the “increased taxation has 
materially contributed to the lower rate of dividend.” The 
company's Ss. shares have a price around 26s. 3d. 


MOLASSES SHIPPING 


New company registrations during the past week have 
included an interesting development on the part of the 
United Molasses Company. According to Jordan's Register 
Athel Line Ltd. has been formed with a nominal capital 
of £1,850,000 to acquire from the United Molasses Com- 
pany its fleet of motor and steam tanker ships and barges. 
The purchase consideration will consist of fully paid shares 
in the new company which will thus become a subsidiary of 
United Molasses. The Board of Directors will be the same 
as that of the parent company under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. F. Kroyer Kielberg. It can probably be assumed that 


the move is made in order to segregate the company's | 


shipping assets which now of course are subiect to the 
Shipping Control. As recently announced, while issue of 
the United Molasses accounts for the past year is postponed 
until the Spring dividend for the twelve months period has 
been maintained at 22} per cent.

GOD AND CAESAR 


Moral Issues in Modern Politics 


Spiritual Values and World Affairs. By Sim ALrRep 
Zimmern. Oxford University Press, 7s. 6d.

It is not very often that recognised authorities on inter- 
mational problems occupy themseives with the moral and 
spiritual aspects appertaining to the solution of such 
probiems. 

Sir Alfred Zimmern, Montague Burton Professor of 
International Relations in the University of Oxford, makes 
an earnest attempt in this volume to view the attitude of 
the average British Christian, as well as of Church leaders, 
to the grave political questions of the day, and cognate 
matters, the handling of which is usually left to the 
professional diplomat and the Government in power. 

Speaking as a Christian, Sir Alfred faces the difficulty of 
removing the division between the “things which are 
Caesar's” and the “ things which are God's,” and it is only 
sfier much arguing and sifting of current views that he 
indicates—somewhat vagucly—-the way in which the 
Divine spirit animating man could, and should, find entrance 
into Caesar's realm, and thus influence the course of a 
nation’s politics and its relation to other nations. — ; 

The author's discussion of the problems under review ts 
stimulating and enlighteninge—even for those who do not 
profess the Christian faith, upon which the author 
avowedly bases his discussion. 

A Jewish reader will perhaps fee! that had the, author 
nol stressed the division between the material world and the 
— world, it would have been found much easier to 

monstrate the need for establishing contact between the 
two worlds and to argue the possibility of infusing world 
affairs with the spiritual tendencies that are derived from 
the nature of God, the Creator of heaven and earth and 
all that in them is. Once “Caesar” is declared to be a 
servant of God, subject to His law in the same way as the 
humblest citizen, the problem here discussed largely 
disappears. 

ere is room here for a Jewish writer to make his 
contribution to the discussion. The theme is of absorbing 


interest and ureent importance, and Sir Alfred Zimmern’s. 


book, valuable and stimulating though it is, does not claim 
to have given more than a brief survey of the probiems 
involved. 


ECCLESIASTICUS 


The Apocrypha for the Ordinary Reader 


Ecclesiasticus: A New Conflation. By A. D. Power. 
Hodder and Stoughton. 3s. 6d.

After the Canon of the Scriptures had been fixed, some 
of the rejected books were collected into what is known 
as the Apocrypha. The most precious of these documents, 
by general consent, is “The Wisdom of Ben Sira” or 
“ Ecclesiasticus.” 

Not only does it contain much information about the 
conditions of Jewish life in the second century B.c.E., as 
Schechter so well demonstrated in his essay on the subject 


included in the second volume of his “ Studies,” but the - 
Rabbis thought highly of its teachings and occasionally - - 


quoted them. 

The present edition has a simple aim in view, and that 
is to provide the book in a form which should appeal to 
the ordinary reader. The Authorised translation is followed 
in the main; but the editor has incorporated better readings 
when they are suggested by the Syriac or Hebrew versions 
and sometimes gives a free rendering when obscurity clouds 
the text. A helpful index is added for reference. There 
are no explanatory notes to distract the attention of the 
reader, the editor's purpose being to make the English 
translation speak its message as clearly as possible without 
a commentary. 

Jewish readers to whom the Apocrypha is an unknown 
field of literature could not have a better introduction to it 
than in this excellent volume. 


Brate Documents, by D S. Mahboob (Cailingold., 
is well printed and its value is enhanced by a photoprint o 
the “ Duwair’s Bow!” and by several interesting diagrams. 
It has also a list of fifty-five abbreviations used in the text, 
and two pages of references. This apparatus is for five 
notes (the longest extends to four pages) on the -Duwair 
Letters. The author puts forward a suggested reading for 
the inscription on the Bowl, and adds notes on two or 
three other p>: uses on a clay seal and a steatite scarab. 


The subject matter and the style of writing adopted by 


the author make it a work more for the student than for 
the general public. 3

A VERY READABLE TEXTBOOK 


Attractive History of Rabbinic Times 


History of our People in Rabbinic Times. By J. 
Shapiro Vallentine. 3s. 6d.

Jewish education in this country has always suffered from 
a lamentable lack of textbooks suitable for young. people. 
Teacher and pupil alike will welcome this second volume, 
which continues the story of our people from the end of 
Biblical to Gaonic times, a period embracing over a 
thousand years. 

The writing of a textbook on history is at all times a 
difficult task. A mass of material must be duly assimilated, 
carefully selected and sifted, and then finally told in a 
manner that will readily appeal to the tender years and 
willing heads of young people. When this history is the 
history of our own people and when the period chosen 
the most vital not only to ourselves but to the history of 
the world, the task is immeasurably more difficult. 

Unlike the histories of other nations, ours is not the 
drama of action but of reaction. It is principally an epic of 
steadfastness rather than one of exploit and acquisition. 
The brief glory of political power of the Maccabean era 
soon merges into the greater if less sensational glories of 
“a new spiritual commonwealth ” which has persisted with 
us till this day. In the shaping and strengthening of the 
spiritual commonwealth the Talmud plays a unique réle. 
In his second volume the author has therefore not failed 
to give due emphasis to the masters and makers of the 
Talmud. The full-length portrait of Hillel, Akiba, Rabbi 
Judah the Prince, and Saadia are carefully drawn and will 
appeal to young readers. 

The faults if any of this book lie principally in the 
author's desire to be thorough and in treating us with a 
learned array of detail for its own sake. 

As in the first volume, summaries are appended at the end 
of each chapter. There are also a number of interesting 
illustrations, never too plentiful in a history textbook, 
There is no doubt that these two volumes of Jewish history 
will help to improve the standard and quality of the history 
lesson in Hebrew classes. “For price and value” these 
books should reach every home and school. 


LOVER OF THE MOUNTAINS 


Refreshment from the Ancient Hills 


Days of Fresh Air. By the Rt. Hon. L. S. AMery, M.-P. 
Jarrolds. 15s. 

As a politician and administrator, whose offices have 
included those of Secretary of State both for the Dominions 
and for the Colonies, Mr. Amery has a long and distin- 
guished public record: But in this delightful volume he 
reveals a more private aspect of his life, that of his 
devotion to mountaineering and other open-air recreations. 

A charming preface explains the need for modern man 
to seek refreshment from the ancient hills, and one 
remembers how many of Mr. Amery’s famous contempor- 
aries—including, for instance, our Chief Rabbi and the 


late Pope Pius XI—have derived inspiration from this 


source. 

These reminiscences of outdoor adventure range from 
the Alps, the Dolomites, and the Balkans, to Africa, Canada, 
and the Antipodes. Over forty photographs illustrate these 
lovely scenes of travel. The emotional and religious 
forces which influence the mountain lover are nobly des- 
cribed. In particular, the spiritual significance of Mount 
Sinai receives fine recognition from Mr. Amery, who, after 
his extensive travels and military service in the Near East, 
is known as a warm supporter of the Zionist ideal.

RACISM DENOUNCED 


A Christian Protest 


Anti-Semitism. By Jacoves Maritain. Geoffrey Bles 
(The Centenary Press). 3s. 6d. 


M. Maritain is among ithe most distinguished of con- 
temporary French writers on philosophy and religion. His 
“True Humanism” and other works have been translated 
into several languages and won him an_ international 
reputation. He is both a devout Catholic and a courageous 
thinker, one whose viewpoint embraces both faith and 
reason. This present essay has developed out of a lecture 
delivered in Paris last year, and later repeated—with 
additional material—in New York under the auspices of 
the National Conference of Jews and Christians. It is 
written with noble fervour and inspired by profound 
spiritual convictions. Jewish readers—while they cannot 
of course accept the theological premises of the treatise— 
must be deeply grateful for this magnificent protest, from a 
specifically Catholic standpoint, against the iniquity of 
anti-Semitism. 


‘ Bond Uniting Jews and Christians 


The author first discusses certain economic and historical 
aspects of the Jewish question, and shows that anti- 


' Semitism, so far from solving any difficulties, necessarily 


aggravates them. Regarding the “racist neo-paganism ™ of 
Nazi Germany, he writes: “ The bond of suffering in perse- 
cution has led both Christians and Jews to a consciousness 
of the fundamental bond uniting men, if not in their doctrine 
and rule of life, at least in that single origin which fashions 
them all in the image of God. The future will show what 
human history has been able to gain from such an 
experience.” 

In the second section of his book, M. Maritain writes of 
what he calls “the divine significance of the dispersion of 
Israel.” He quotes from a message of the late Pope Pius XI, 
who, in denouncing anti-Semitism as un-Christian, said: 
“ Spiritually, we Christians are Semites.” 

Finally, the author summarises with moving eloquence 
some of the appalling facts about the present Jewish tragedy. 
In this situation, which he thinks shows the relapse of a 
materialistic civilisation into barbarism, he summons his 
fellow-Christians to display the saving virtues of love, 
justice, and charity.

The Film Answers Back. By E. W. and M. M. Rosson. 
The Bodley Head, 12s. 6d. net.

This is a novel and stimulating discussion of the develop- 
ment of cinema from its earliest -days down to the latest. 

The authors have a social theory with which. to measure 
the films of all countries, and, though they themselves are 
a little muddle-headed in their theory at times, they manage 
to say some trenchant things about the films of pre-Nazi 
Germany in particular—films which the avant-garde have 
been wont to consider outstanding examples of cinemato- 
graphic art, but which this book treats as the product of 
an anarchistic, anti-social, subjectivist mentality and 
“ Weltanschauung.” 

Directly contrasted with this are the outstanding films of 
Hollywood, which are considered as the supreme examples 
of the essentially social cinematic art. The authors take 
the dangerous though healthy viewpoint that “the audience 
is always right,” but tend to ignore the fact that what is 
box office success in London is not box office success in the 
Provinces, and vice versa. — |

The Jew in Fiction

In By THE WATERS OF BABYLON (Dent, 8s. 6d.), Robert 
Neumann has gathered together all Judaism from the 
different quarters of the globe. It is typified by ten 
travellers in an omnibus trying to get over the frontier of 
Palestine, after the train in which they were journeying has 
broken down. With hard clear-cut brilliance, the author 
traces the story of each of their lives, and the tale recog- 
nises no limit of time or space, ranging from the Spanish 
Inquisition to the Nazi regime, and across continents from 
Europe to Asia and America, 

in the last chapter, a discussion in the Wilderness takes 
place in which the Visionary says: “ The Lord has promised 
the Land unto Them,” but the Denier answers: “He has 
promised the Land of Nowhere for the Year of No Time 
_.. . they are appointed to have a home in the mind. Let 
them not betray their Home in the Mind.” This work 
provides more than ample food for the Thinker. 


An Exercise in the Unpleasant 


Emerson Waldman, author of “Broad is the Way” 
(arrokis, 8s. 6d.) is a young American writer who evidently 
feels he has a mission. His first novel, “ The Land is Large,” 
told the saga of the Gabrielson family from the plains 
of Russia to the prosperity of the Mississippi, and ended 
with the words of the unpleasant son Joseph: “ Listen 
Father, the Gabrielsons are going to ve important people 
in this State—ahd I'm just starting—.’ 

In “ Broad is the Way,” the unpleasant Joseph unpleas- 
antly continues. There is not a single redeeming feature 
either in his character, in that of his non-Jewish wife, Jessie, 
or in the unfolding of the tale. Joseph forges his way to 
power by every devious and ruthless process known to 
American finance and cunning; and the reader can con- 
ceive nothing but a loathing for this hero. No one would 
for a moment doubt the sincerity of the writer, but in 
his evident hatred of the “ Joseph” type he has so over- 
loaded the character that the finer members of the family, 
who should stand out in contrast, fade into mere insignui- 
cance and the book, instead of becoming the indictment 
which it was intended to be, is dangerously near becoming 
a handbook for the Fascist Jew-baiter. 

Mr. Waldman has a powerful and vivid style. When he 
loses a little of his hate, his characters will doubtless assume 
a little more of that light and shade which, without losing 
them their reality, will bring them closer to real humanity. 


The Jews in Burgenland 


Peter Mendelssohn with his book “All That Matters” has 
already shown himself one of the soberest and most lucid 
of the younger exiled writers. His mew book, ACROSS THE 
Dark River (Hutchinson, 8s. 6d.), is an advance both in 
style and grasp of subject. He makes no attempt to 
philosophise, but simply and with heartrending clearness 
tells the story of the Jews of the village of Kitsee in Burgen-

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A Question Answered 
BY AUNTIE 


DO not mind admitting that | have, very 
J often. some difficult problems presented 
10 me, and many of them are dealt with 
by the censor very discreetly, the censor 


’ being myself. That is not to say that the 


guestions are not answered, but they are 
not publicly answered in this column. They 
are often of a personal character and are 
obviously unsuitable for general treatment. 
There are other teasers which are—well, 
just teasers. There is one nephew who 
rather delights in setting me conundrums to 
answer, always hoping, | venture to believe, 
that, as he would gleefully put it, I should 
be “stumped.” There is a third category 
of these problems which are serious 
questions that have perplexed readers and 
which I feel I ought, for the general benefit, 
to attempt to answer in this column. 


CHRISTMAS? 


One question put by more than one reader 
is: Ought Jews to join in the celebration of 
Christmas? What should be their attitude 
to the great Festival which celebrates the 
birth of the founder of the Christian 
religion? Now, immediately after its 
celebration, is a wood time to examine this 
question, in the light of the past few days’ 
experience. It is a question which affects 
most of us and we ought to make up our 
minds about it. I can, of course, only offer 
my own views, but I hope they may be 
found helpful by some of you and may aid 
you to make up your minds. 


A Duat FESTIVAL 


In the first place we have to recognise 
that Christmas has a dua) aspect. Besides 
being a religious occasion it is also a 
Festival of a general and national character. 
There is little doubt that, long before the 
foundation of Christianity, there was a 
pagan Winter Festival celebrated about this 
time. And it may surprise many to know 
that most historians are agreed that 
December 25 is quite the wrong date for the 
birth of Jesus of Nazareth. This date was 


chosen for the official celebration because it 


happened to be that of an existing Festival 
the nature of which was changed to suit 
Christian teaching. I mention all this merely 
to lead up to my first point, and that is that 
we may well make a distinction between the 
two aspects of the Festival. In the first, the 


religious aspect, we cannot, of course,

participate, In the second, the general, 
national jollification, we may, it seems to 
me, legitimately take part. 


PEACE AND GOODWILL 


Let me say a word next about what 
“Christmas stands for.” You often see 


mention of “the Christmas spirit.” This, . 


if | understand it aright, is the spirit of 
goodwill to our fellows, charity to one 
another, “peace on earth and goodwill 
towards men.” Well, we Jews can sub- 
scribe to all that. They are all equally 
Jewish and Christian principles, indeed, they 
were preached by Jewish religious teachers 
long before Christianity and were among the 
many fine ideals which Christianity retained 
from its Jewish origin. “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself” is one of them. 
I was preached by Moses. The idea of 
eeds of lovingkindness being the duty of 
all of us was given in a hundred Old Testa- 
ment texts. When we look round the world 
to-day we realise that there does not seem 
too much of the Christmas spirit about. 
There is not peace on earth and there is all 
too little goodwill towards men. Zangwill 
used to claim that the Jews are, after all, 
the best Christians. Certainly, in this 
respect, we Jews can worthily take every 
opportunity of showing our Christian 
friends that the spirit of their Festival abides 
with us. | 

That brings me to my next point. We 
ought, at this season, to take the oppor- 
tunity to show good fellowship towards our 
Christian neighbours. We can help them 
to have “a merry Christmas.” I like to see 
Jews helping, for tnstance, in giving Christ- 
mas entertainments at hospitals, or to the 
Forces, or to slum children. I like to see 
Christian employees given a seasonable good 
time. I like to see Jews generous when it 


' comes to recognising, at this season, ser- 


vices rendered, say, by the dustmen or 
errand boys Let us by all means show 
good fellowship. There is nothing but good 
in this sort of Christmas celebration. 


Some “ Don'ts’ 


Now for some don'ts. We ought to be 
careful to make it clear that we have no 
part in Christmas as a religious festival. We 
should remember that both our own self- 
respect and respect for the Christians’ faith 
demand this. And I think we ought, 
therefore, to avoid distinctive rites which 
might make our position and attitude 
ambiguous. I heartily dislike Christmas 
trees and Christmas stockings for Jewish 
children. I dislike them, of course, all the 
more when I find them in houses that have 
omitted to light the Chanucah lights. I have 
an especial horror of the absurd custom of 
sending Christmas cards to Jewish friends. 
And if we do take part in Christmas cele- 
brations us a general festival do not let us 


overdo them, Let us not be ostentatious or 


noisy, disturbing the peace of our neigh- 
bours. Let us, too, not impose on Christian 
domestic servants on their great day. Much 
of what I have.said is directed to some of 
my older readers, but all of it, I feel, may 
be laid to heart by everyone. I hope I 
have answered to the satisfaction of my 
questioners the problem which they have 
set me.

SHOWING SOUTH AFRICA TO 
ENGLAND 


Jewish Producer’s Work 


[By our Cinema Correspondent] 


Leon Schauder, son of a well-known Port Elizabeth 
Jewish family, has recently produced three short films 
of South African life and is now in England superin- 
tending their presentation. 

Two have already been shown in the West End— 
“Twelve O.P.,” a film contrasting modern transport 
with ghe now almost extinct ox-wagon, and “ Karoo,” 
which deals with sheep-farming. “ Nonquassi,” a story 
from the history of a native tribe, will be ready soon 
for screening. The films are being presented in the 
Gaumont British Instructional Series, “ Focus on the 
Empire.” 

It is the first time that Afrikaans has been heard on 
the screen. It is interesting to know that the young 
man who plays the principal part in “Karoo” is a 
Jewish farmer. 

Mr. Schauder, who at the age of 20 must be the 
youngest film producer in the business, is by way of 
being a one-man film unit. He takes his camera off 
into the veldt, shoots his material, camps wherever he 
happens to be and brings his tins of film back to Eng- 
land for the laboratory work. He is now preparing 
another trip and has six subjects under consideration, 
including one on the Union's contribution to the Allied 
war effort. 

At the age of 18, he made a full-length film in South 
Africa called “In Them Our Hopes,” which he wrote, 
photographed, and directed himself. It dealt with the 
local Habonim movement, and created considerable 
interest in the Union. 

Mr. Schauder’s father, Mr. Adolph Schauder, is 
Deputy-Mayor of Port Elizabeth, being the first Jew to 
have held this office for 30 years.

“GULLIVER’S TRAVELS "—Carlton (“ U” Certificate) 


The Fleischer studios’ first full-length cartoon in Techni- 
color promises to be as popular as Disney's “Snow 
White.” Under the direction of Dave Fleischer, it is not 
only a first-class production technically and artistically but 
it is very nearly first-class Swift—the Swift, that is, of our 
nursery story-book, not the Swift of the satirical, adult pen. 

Gulliver's adventures with the people of Lilliput are faith- 
fully told. Much is, of necessity, omitted, but the incidents 
portrayed are what Dean Swift described, and I rather 
think that the wealth of detail added by Messrs. Fleischer 
would have delighted him. There ts one character—the 
town crier—who is new, but he is so amusing that we 
welcome his intrusion. : 

There is one serious criticism, one which applies to most 
cartoons. All the characters, with the exception of Gulliver 
and the prince and princess, are grotesque. so that. we feel 


at first that the shipwrecked sailor has been washed up | 


on the shores of the land of the seven dwarfs. Swift's 
Lilliputians were as normal as Gulliver, and it is a great 
pity that in the eyes of film cartoonists humour and ugli- 
ness so often go in harness. It is a pity, also, that the two 
kings are not given more dignity. They will, of course, 
vastly amuse their audiences, but their purpose was 
Originally to point a moral. — 

There are some excellent scenic effects—mainly at the 
beginning of the film—and imagination has not been stinted 
from beginning to end. 


“REMONTONS LES CHAMPS-ELYSEES ”—Academy 
(“ A” Certificate) 


More than ever before, this is a film of, by, and for 
Sacha Guitry. In it, from the time of Louis XV to the 

resent day, it is Guitry who moves lightly down the ages. 

e is Louis, and Napoleon I and III, and the natural son 
of Louis and the son’s descendant, and all the time it is 
Guitry, the school-master, who gives this startling lesson 
about the amours of French princes and who, one feels, 
watches with satisfaction his polished metamorphoses. 


Like “ Le Roman duff-Tricheur,” this is a tale told by 


- Marrative, but it is a tale very loosely bung together, with 


only the part played in history by the famous Champs- 
Elysées and the school-master’s lineage as links. But as 
this is unashamedly a film of Sacha Guitry, it does not 
much matter. That voice of his, so friendly that whoever 
listens must feel himself Guitry’s confidant, flows through- 
out the film as a musical accompaniment, and his quiet 
wilticisms and little asides, that are so typical of the man, 
are a joy. The direction is Guitry’s, of course, so its quality 
is assured. This will not, 1 am afraid, be a popular film. 
Much of it will seem to the casual picturegoer to be too like 
a history lesson—which indeed tt ts—hbut for those who 
admire Guitry or who wish to make his acquaintance, this 
is their film. 


“THE WOMEN ”—Eampire (“ A” Certificate) 


If this film were half an hour shorter it would be doubly 
entertaining. More than two hours of women’s gossip, 
intrigue, and tantrums, however, all taken at a breathless 
ake, "3 a little too much. I! am inclined to think that this 
is a man’s film rather than a woman's—despite the all- 
woman cast and the elaborate fashion display sequence in 
technicolor. 

This adaptation of Clare Boothe’s play about American 
society women at their worst will make the men laugh. 
There is too much truth in it to amuse the women. 

Of the distinguished cast, Norma Shearer and Rosalind 
Russell are outstanding. Norma plays Mary Haines, the 


- only woman of worth, with directness and understanding, 


while Rosalind, as the malevolent Sylvia Fowler, has a 
part in which she revels. It is a characterisation larger 
than life, and she plays it for all it is worth. 

All the main characters are types more than they are 
real persons, and Joan Crawford and Mary Boland, as the 
goiddigger and the female roudée respectively, have caught 
the right amount of exaggeration. Paulette Goddard looks 
more glamorous than ever before, but she is not altogether 
well cast. George Cukor has directed with imagination 
and wit.
